For all the fuss made about South Boston in the Ninth Congressional District, the 
neighborhood is losing its clout. The heart of the district now lies in West Roxbury.

HIS PAST SATURDAY, less than 

one week after Max Kennedy 
dropped out of the race for the Ninth 
Congressional District, two of the 
leading candidates to replace Con- 
gressman Joe Moakley, who died of 
leukemia on Memorial Day, converged 


on Hynes Field in West Roxbury. State 


Senators Stephen Lynch of South 
Boston and Brian Joyce of Milton 
joined parents and players of the Park- 
way Soccer League for their annual 
year-end cookout. Lynch arrived be- 
fore Joyce and was introduced by 
neighborhood leader and West Rox- 
bury state representative David Don- 
nelly as “the Parkway candidate.” He 
comfortably schmoozed the crowd; 
Joyce showed up after Lynch had de- 
parted and tried to do the same. But 


no one introduced him, and he com- 
mitted a crucial misstep by letting his 
aides collect signatures from political 
supporters (or at least try to) at Hynes 
Field. A definite no-no in West Rox- 
bury politics. 

The scene exemplified the unfolding 
dynamic in the race for the Ninth 
Congressional District. Since 
Kennedy dropped out, three serious 
candidates have emerged: Lynch, 
Joyce, and Senator Marc Pacheco of 
Taunton. With Pacheco not yet cap- 
turing the imagination of the press,

the race is shaping up as a Joyce- 
Lynch battle; Lynch is seen as the 
much more polished and appealing 
pol, while Joyce is known for ruffling 
feathers. (Joyce alienated many in the 
Moakley camp when he began making 
fundraising calls right after Moakley 
announced he had been diagnosed 
with terminal leukemia.) 

More significantly, however, the two 
candidates — and their same-day 
stumping in West Roxbury — symbol- 
ize the city-versus-suburbs split that 
characterizes the district. In recent 
years, Moakley had begun to realize 
that the heart of the Ninth had shifted 
from his beloved South Boston to 
West Roxbury, a suburban-style com- 
munity within the confines of Boston,

VER SINCE THE 1986 Willie Hor

Take Peter Kane, 42, a former prisoner 
who now works as a paralegal at a 
Boston law firm. The Plainville resident is 
not the most sympathetic of figures; in 
1980, at age 21, he was convicted of sec- 
ond-degree murder for involvement in 
the beating death of his girlfriend’s tod- 
dler son. While in prison, however, Kane 
turned his life around. He tutored fellow 
prisoners in English, sought anger-man- 
agement therapy, and worked outside the 
walls cutting hay and wood. By the time 
he became eligible for parole in 1995 
after serving 15 years — he had earned

The governor’s smart moves on welfare, pollution, and human-service 
hiring policies mark a refreshing change from the status quo 


Swift kicks butt 


OVERNOR JANE SWIFT’S decision last 

week to ease the hiring restrictions block- 

ing ex-convicts from working for state 
human-service agencies took guts. The move 
comes in the wake of her bold April decision to 
apply some of the nation’s tightest pollution 
controls for coal-burning plants to 
Massachusetts’s six grandfathered 
plants, and her equally surprising 
announcement to reform “welfare 
reform” by allowing recipients to 
count education credits toward 
weekly work quotas. She also has 
continued former governor Paul 
Cellucci’s support for the Clean 
Elections Law (in a June 18 op-ed for the 
Boston Globe, Swift said, “The Massachusetts 
Legislature should respect [the voters’] will and 
ensure that the budget sent to my desk includes 
full funding for the Clean Elections Law”). 

Just six months ago, the Phoenix, troubled by 
the ethical lapses that bedeviled Swift during 
her first two years as lieutenant governor, 
urged her to leave office. (See “Twin Peril,” 
News and Features, December 8, 2000, which 
can be found at www.bostonphoenix.com.) 
That concern remains real, although her 
scrupulous return of all gifts worth more than 
$50 that were showered on her infant twins 
shows she may have learned from her mistakes. 
More important, her policy decisions since be- 
coming governor show an unexpected and wel- 
come independence from Cellucci’s agenda. 

Swift's latest move is the strongest signal yet. 
The odious human-service hiring restrictions 
were imposed in 1996, one day after the Boston 
Globe reported that the Department of Social 
Services was hiring foster parents with lengthy 
criminal records. Then-governor William Weld 
issued new guidelines that prohibited state 
human-service agencies from employing any- 
one convicted of murder, rape, or armed rob- 
bery. Those convicted of lesser offenses, such 
as assault, drug possession with the intent to 
distribute, or drunk driving, weren't eligible for 
hire until 10 years after their convictions. 

Felons, some with prior convictions for child 
abuse, should have been barred from the child- 
care business long before a news article 
brought the problem to the state’s attention. 
But Weld’s solution, issued in the heat of his 
closely fought but unsuccessful battle for John

Kerry’s Senate seat, had damaging and unin- 
tended consequences. Homeless shelters, drug- 
rehab centers, and other agencies that do busi- 
ness with the state suddenly found that they 
couldn’t hire some of the most qualified candi- 
dates — former addicts with criminal records 
who'd been through recovery and man- 
aged to stay clean and sober. As the 
Phoenix has reported (see “Addicted to 
Punishment,” News and Features, July 
1, 1999), during one six-month period, 
the Somerville Homeless Coalition re- 
jected 10 applicants because of the hir- 
ing restrictions. The agency would have 
preferred to hire nine of them. 

“The population we serve benefits tremen- 
dously from working with folks who are coun- 
selors who are in recovery — who have, if you 
will, been there and done that and landed on 
the other side,” says Linda Wood-Boyle, execu- 
tive director of HomeStart, Inc., which finds 
housing for homeless people. Wood-Boyle pre- 
viously held the same position at the Somerville 
Homeless Coalition. “We’re about giving peo- 
ple a second chance and helping them get start- 
ed again,” she says. “If we can’t hire folks who 
have, in fact, succeeded, it’s a bit hypocritical.” 

Wood-Boyle, Massachusetts Housing and 
Shelter Alliance executive director Philip 
Mangano, and many others have long lobbied 
the state to amend the hiring regulations. They 
got nowhere, either with Weld or with Cellucci. 
And no one expected to sway Swift. As Wood- 
Boyle puts it, she was “pleasantly — no, jubi- 
lantly” surprised by Swift’s announcement that 
she would support regulations allowing the de- 
partments of public health and transitional as- 
sistance to waive the post-conviction waiting 
periods. The permanent ban on serious offend- 
ers such as murderers and rapists remains. 

All this isn’t to say that the governor hasn’t 
stumbled since taking over the state’s top job. 
Her opposition to gay marriage — or even civil 
unions — is cowardly and intellectually bank- 
rupt. And she has yet to deal with the politically 
expedient policy switch she made on the death 
penalty to run as lieutenant governor in 1998. 
Re-embracing her opposition to capital punish- 
ment, as well as scaling back her disturbingly 
harsh version of sentencing guidelines, would 
do a lot to show that she’s really moving in the 
right direction. She’d also be smart to meet 


with State Senator James Jajuga (D-Methuen), 
who plans to release a comprehensive drug-re- 
form bill this fall that would shore up preven- 
tion and rehabilitation programs in the state. 

More immediately, there is a vacancy on the 
Massachusetts Parole Board that should be 
filled with someone who has extensive experi- 
ence in inmate rehabilitation. As Kristen Lom- 
bardi shows in this week’s story “The Politics of 

*arole” (see page 1), the board is currently 
stacked with rigid law-and-order types who use 
parole hearings to re-try prisoners for their 
original crimes rather than assess whether they 
are ready to re-enter society. In 1990, 70 per- 
cent of inmates who sought parole earned the 
privilege; in 1999, just 38 percent of parole re- 
quests were granted. Although the board is 
supposed to be staffed with members from law 
enforcement, psychology, criminal-defense 
work, and sociology, today the panel has three 
former prosecutors, a probation officer, a re- 
tired police detective, and a former state troop- 
er. The vacancy should be filled with someone 
who realizes that helping inmates make the 
transition from prison life to freedom is best 
done under the supervision of parole. 

State Representative Jarrett Barrios (D- 
Cambridge) wrote to Swift May 25 urging her 
to consider nominating the Reverend Paul 
Poyser, the prison chaplain who blew the whis- 
tle on allegations of prisoner abuse during a 
shakedown at MCI-Shirley last fall. And former 
board member Petra Cervoni, who served on 
the panel from 1993 to 1997 and worked as a 
social worker before taking a job as counsel for 
the Springfield Housing Authority, has submit- 
ted an application. Either candidate would sat- 
isfy the call for a new voice. 

Will Swift do the right thing? The parole 
board doesn’t receive anything close to the 
media scrutiny directed toward coal-burning 
plants, welfare reform — or even the hiring 
guidelines for human-service agencies. This is 
Swift’s chance to show that her tack toward the 
center is for real.

|“Risky Business,” News and Features, June 8]. 
But in his essay, Michael Bronski fails to pro- 
vide a single citation proving his claim that 
“Sullivan engages in the very behavior he’s built 
a career on criticizing.”

Then | called 
each of the candidates and a different 
story emerged. 

A spokesman for Kennedy gave me 
the response | expected, i.e., that Max 
was solidly pro-choice. Then Pacheco 
gave a very measured answer that 
amounted to supporting Roe v. Wade 
with some restrictions. Finally, with 
Kennedy still in the race, | reached 
Joyce on June 8. That morning, Joyce 
explained his decision to alter his 
position on abortion. He said he’d been 
swayed by the painful decision made by 
friends of his, parents of a severely 
disabled child, to terminate a 
pregnancy after they learned that the 
fetus in utero would also be disabled. 
After that he believed that whether a 
woman has an abortion “should not be

In the midst of subsequent 
discussion, the fact that Joyce made his 
initial statement on abortion when 
Kennedy was still in the race failed, for 
whatever reason, to resonate. Only two 
print reporters inquired whether Joyce 
had indeed made his decision earlier — 
Boston Herald columnist Margery 
Eagan in her June 14 story “How 
Candidates Deal With Abortion Reveals 
a Lot” and Bill Forry, the news editor of 
the weekly Dorchester Reporter. 

None of this is to say that Joyce’s 
decision might not have been politically 
motivated — it may well have been. 
Perhaps knowing that he might 
eventually lose to Kennedy, Joyce 
wanted to position himself to the left for 
future elections. It's possible. But that's 
not as nakedly grasping as much of the 
coverage has portrayed him to be.

Fun in the sun 


Dick Cheney's not invited. 
This Saturday in Somerville, the 
Boston Area Solar Energy 
Association (BASEA) will 
host the first annual Solar 
Day, an event where people 
whom the vice-president 
might laud for their “personal virtue” can 
gather to learn about energy forms that 
don't involve plundering expanses of 
snow-covered wilderness, befouling the 
air, or risking nuclear meltdown. 

The day will feature hands-on 
demonstrations of a variety of 
renewable-energy technologies, such as 
photovoltaic systems and sun-driven 


cookers (food sampling is encouraged). 
Most important, several information 
tables and workshops will offer 
information on how to solarize your 
home or work space. 

“The vision is to provide an opportunity 
for people who are interested in clean- 
energy alternatives to connect with the 
experts who can help them install the 
technology and can guide them to the 
right resources,” says BASEA board 
member Cindy Luppi, adding that “the 
political goal of the day is to continue to 
apply pressure to public officials at every 
level in Massachusetts, and to be a 
leader for shifting subsidies into clean- 
energy technologies so they can be even 
easier for the general public to afford.” 

All this comes at a critical time, 
considering the recently unveiled 
national energy plan that not only 


recommends increased oil drilling, coal 
mining, and nuclear-plant construction, 
but actually calls for slashing renewable- 
energy research by 50 to 85 percent. 
Says Luppi, with considerable 
understatement: “We think that sends 
the wrong message.” 

“The other thing | would say is that 
the human health cost of this coal and 
nuclear agenda is unacceptable,” she 
adds. “We think the public is going to 
push back very visibly and very vocally 
against it” We hope she’s right.

The story begins in April, when the 
left-liberal media-watch organization 
Fairness & Accuracy in Reporting 
(FAIR) started circulating the news that 
the Boston Globe had rejected an ad 
criticizing Staples, the giant office- 
supply chain, for its recycling program 
or lack thereof. 

| called Globe spokesman Rick 
Gulla, who told me — correctly, in my 
view — that the ad, submitted by the 
environmental group Forest Ethics, 
contained broad, unsubstantiated 
charges that made it unsuitable for 
publication. (Examples: “thousands of 
acres of forest are needlessly 
destroyed every year to supply 
Staples with cheap, disposable paper 
products” and “Staples says that doing 
the right thing for the environment 
costs too much.”) 

Forest Ethics and FAIR urged their 
sympathizers to complain to Globe 
ombudsman Jack Thomas and editor 
Matt Storin. That, in turn, led to a 
column by Thomas on June 11 that 
consisted mainly of a condescending 
lecture about the difference between 
the news, op-ed, and advertising 
departments. “I don’t know how much 
they drain from the environmental 
movement in salaries,” Thomas 
sneered, “but if they're advising their 
flock to write to the editor about 
advertising and if they don’t know 
enough about newspapers to 
distinguish among editorial policy, op- 
ed columns, and advertising 
standards, they know as much about 
newspapers and public relations as 
Bill Clinton knows about marital 
fidelity.” 

In the interest of trying to cut 
through the rhetorical clutter that now 
surrounds this issue — and to make 
up for not writing about this a month 
and a half ago, when | first learned of 
it — let me offer a few points of 
clarification. 

¢ Forest Ethics and FAIR are off- 
base in thinking that the Globe should 
have run the ad, which contains 
several factual statements that may or 
may not be true. Even if the Globe had 
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ANTI-SPRAWL activists say one 
Home Depot is enough. 
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The Globe and the greens 


given Forest Ethics an opportunity to 
substantiate those statements, the 
paper would then need independent 
verification and a response from 
Staples. That's not advertising; that’s 
journalism. 

¢ The Globe, nevertheless, does not 
have clean hands when it comes to 
dealing with such issue-based ads. 
For instance, last year the Globe 
rejected an ad from the Neighborhood 
Assistance Corporation of America 
that criticized FleetBank for its 
“outrageous fees” (see “Adbusters,” 
This Just In, April 21, 2000). Gulla at 
the time cited concerns about the 
accuracy of the fee structure cited in 
the ad — yet it turned out that the 
information had been drawn from 
literature sent out by BankBoston, 
which was merging with Fleet. 

¢ Flawed though the Forest Ethics 
ad may be, it levels some serious 
accusations against Staples, a 
Framingham-based behemoth with 
more than 1300 retail stores 
worldwide and annual sales of 
$10.8 billion. Just because the ad isn’t 
going to run is no reason to dismiss 
those accusations out of hand. 

In fact, Staples’s commitment to 
the environment has been the subject 
of protests across the country. Forest 
Ethics and other environmental 
groups have demanded that Staples 
stop selling paper made with 100 
percent virgin-wood fiber, and to 
increase substantially its commitment 
to selling recycled-paper products. 
Staples has stuck to more modest 
recycling goals, citing cost and 
consumer preference. 

Last December, the Globe ran a 
fairly thorough 1200-word account of 
the issue in its Globe West 
supplement, which is circulated only in 
the western suburbs. The Globe can 
do better than that. If nothing else, 
some in-depth reporting in the main 
body of the paper would be a far 
better answer to the paper's critics 
than Jack Thomas's offhand 


dismissal.

“It's just 
common sense. Even when | go down Highland 
Ave now, some days it’s so crowded it takes me 
20 minutes to go three blocks.” She pauses, 
and then her tone is back on the rise: “It's just 
going to ruin the community:

SOLAR RULES 
Rolling around in the dark 


Today is the first day of summer, and Dave Aragon wants you to 
turn out the lights. The 43-year-old software designer from 
Berkeley, California, isn’t a household name, but — thanks to the 
Internet — you might be more familiar with an e-mail spawned by 
his outrage. “In protest of George W. Bush's energy policies and 


lack of emphasis on efficiency, conservation, and alternative fuels,” 


says the notice, which has flooded e-mail in-boxes without 
attribution to a person or organization, “there will be a voluntary 
rolling blackout on the first day of summer, June 21 
at 7 p.m.—10 p.m. in any time zone (this will roll it 
across the planet).” The Associated Press 
reported last Friday that Aragon was the one 
who came up with the rolling-blackout idea. 
After he posted it to his church Web site, it took 
on a life of its own and, with the help of Los 
Angeles artist Monica Rex, became pegged to the 
solstice. “I absolutely, truly had no idea” how big it would become, 
he says. “I believe it’s resonating because people are perceiving a 
threat to values they had more or less taken for granted — respect 
for the environment, and a democratic decision-making process. 
What we hear from the administration now is a sneering derision 
of those values, and people are reacting to that.” 

Internet calls to action — some more effective than others — 
are increasingly common, from way-out-of-date pleas to save 
NPR funding to petitions against misogyny in Afghanistan. Last 
April, another Web missive touted the Great American Gas Out, 
which aimed to lower gas prices by encouraging consumers not to 
buy gasoline during a three-day period (see “Gas Drag,” TJl, April 
7, 2000). But consumers were free to fill their tanks right before 
the Gas Out — thus softening its impact. “It looks like a wonderful 
feel-good thing to do,” John Howat, an energy specialist at the 
National Consumer Law Center, told the Phoenix at the time. “But 
it doesn’t change the dynamic that prices are too high, in large 
part, because we use too much fossil fuel.” 

This year’s solstice protest — which exhorts participants to 
“unplug whatever you can unplug in your house. Light a candle to 
the sun god, kiss and tell, make love, tell ghost stories, do 
something instead of watching television, have fun in the dark” — 
seems more environmentally sound. Though it's a lot less 
impressive when you consider that the solstice is, after all, the 
longest day of the year, and it doesn’t get dark until about 
8:30 p.m. on the East Coast. 

The event's political savvy is also a bit suspect: would George 
W. Bush really know — or care — that you aren't using your air 
conditioner, much less that people in Stockholm aren't using 
theirs? But the e-mail's entreaty to “let [government 
representatives] know we want global education, participation, 
and funding in conservation, efficiency, and alternative fuel efforts” 
is well taken. More importantly — once the sun actually sets that 
night — it provides a morally righteous excuse to have fun in the 
dark. 

“Roll Your Own Blackout” takes place this Thursday, June 21, 
from 7 to 10 p.m., in every time zone.

Q: Have you been up close and personal with 
them? 

A: | have. | ordered some leeches from a 
medical-supply store. | kept them for about six 
months. | gave them meat from a butcher's that 
they would feed on. And then they sort of died 


Q: Did you let any of them suck you? 

A: No. | wasn't too keen on that. | picked one 
up. If you keep them moving they won't attach to 
you. 


Q: So even you're squeamish. 

A: Yeah. A lot of people have a fear of leeches. 
But people who use them for medical purposes, | 
imagine they're pretty happy about it. Because 
leeches do have a lot of medical benefits. 


Q: Like what? 

A: A little boy had an ear attached and it saved 
the ear — leeches have this anti-coagulant, which 
helps to restore blood circulation. They were used 
extensively in Vietnam when soldiers were out in 
the wild and needed to reduce swelling. Plastic 
surgeons still use leeches for that purpose. 
They've been used for black eyes and varicose 
veins. In 1941, Hitler complained of a ringing in his 
ears and a doctor placed leeches behind them. 
Joseph Stalin’s doctors applied leeches right 
before he died. 


Q: Do they hurt when they bite? 

A: No, they inject a substance that numbs the 
area where they are attaching. Generally, people 
don't even know they have a leech on them. 


Q: Do they transmit disease? 

A: I'm not aware of anyone catching anything 
from a leech. The kinds of leeches we have in the 
US, | don’t think they pose any real danger. 


Q: What's the best way to remove a leech? 

A: Cut a lime in half and squeeze lime juice on 
it. That causes the leech to disengage, and it 
generally kills it. It's not a good idea to pull them 
off, because you might pull the leech apart, and 
that wouldn't be so good. 


Q: What's your favorite leech fact? 

A: What amazes me are these giant leeches of 
South America. They can get to be 18 inches long. 
They look like snakes. Also, once leeches have a 
meal, they can go for six months without eating 
again. 


Q: Do leeches make good pets? 

A: | don't think I'd recommend one as a pet. You 
wouldn’t want them to get loose in the home. | 
think most people would not be too thrilled to wake 
up with a leech attached to them. 


Q: Are leeches edible?

Skimboards ain’t what they used to be 


Y FATHER TOLD me about this thing he used to do as 
a teenager in the early 60s. A cross between surfing 
and skateboarding, it involved riding 
the length of a beach on a circular piece of 
wood that skimmed on top of the inch or two 
of water left from a broken wave. It was 
called, well, skimboarding. “We'd use marine 
plywood,” said my dad. “Your grandfather 
helped me cut it into a circle, and we'd wax it. 
| had a friend who drew ‘Rat Fink’ on his. 
Mine was plain because | wasn’t that artistic. 
When we got good, we'd kick and run and 
kick and run.” 

When | was about 12, with my father’s help, | made my 
own. | cut and sanded an inch-thick piece of marine 
plywood down to a circle, which | then festooned 
with marker drawings of trunk-bedecked and 
lobster-red beachgoers. But when | flung it 
down, ready to hop on and zoom down the 
sand, it hit the ground with a thud and bur- 
rowed deep. After a few more futile tries, 
the markered-on beachgoers had 
washed off. Thus ended my affair with 
skimboarding. 

So | was surprised to learn that kids 
still skim. But things are different these 
days. In this superXtreme age, skim- 
boarders are taking this once humble pur- 
suit to new crests, with truncated-surf- 
board-style boards made of epoxy. 

There’s even been a sea change in the 
sport's fundamentals. Rather than “sand 
surf” down the beach parallel to the shore, 


most kids today head toward the waves, then bank off ‘em, 
doing all sorts of gnarly maneuvers. “These kids are getting 
pretty tricky,” says Bret Clark at Ski Market in 
Brookline. “They do flips, then they bail. The 
whole ride’s only a matter of seconds.” 
Which skimboard is right for you depends 
on the kind of riding you want to do and how 
big you are. But one brand seems to have it all 
over the compétition: Zap boards, available at 
both Ski Market and Nauset Sports in Or- 
leans. “It’s the hottest skimboard right now,” 
says Nauset’s Amy Handel. The Bat model 
($69) supports users up to about 130 pounds and has “rounded 
design and upturned ‘rails’” (edges) that make it ideal for 
sand surfing. The Wedge ($99), sized more like a surf- 
board, is better for wave riding, and is good up to 
about 160 pounds. 
Nauset Sports nods to the past by selling 
Meyer wooden boards that include the Slam- 
mer ($33), the Slyder ($40), the Small 
Woodie ($50), and the Large Woodie (heh 
heh!) ($60). Surprisingly, the wooden 
boards are only marginally heavier than 
their epoxy counterparts, and they're a bit 
cheaper. Says Handel: “Most people don't 
spend a super lot of money on these.” 
There’s no need. And there’s no need to 
get a splinter while trying to make your 
own. Just plop down a few twenties for one 
of these boards, then follow Clark's Zen-like 
advice: “Skim it on the ground like a Frisbee, 
jump on it, and slide.”

Food fright

RUITS DE MER. Sounds tasty, doesn’t 

it? Fruits of the sea. Well, it sounded 

pretty good to me when | ordered it — 
“frooets dee myergh” — at a swish London 
restaurant recently. I imagined there might be 
a little tuna involved, a spot of salmon, maybe 
a morsel of steamed lobster. Plus I’d have the 
added benefit of impressing Helen, my pretty 
dining companion, with my command of 
French. Right. 

“Fruits of the sea,” it turned out, was a mis- 
leading name. The dish should have been 
called “Things found under a rock.” There 
were oysters. A forlorn-looking crab. Some 
bluebottle-size shrimp things that were meant 
to be eaten whole — legs, head, poop-shoot, 
and all. And then there 
were the snails. A whole 
variety of grim little gar- 
den pests. And not just 
little ones. There were 
huge snails, Attack of the 
Killer Snails—size snails 

Since we were about 
to spend the better part 
of a day’s pay for this 
plate of seafaring ver- 
min, | thought I'd take a 
stab at eating some of it 
My game plan was to 
tackle the atrocious stuff 
while I still had an ap- 
petite and work my way 
round to the merely hor 
rible. It was easy. All | 
had to do was suppress 
the urge to vomit. 


"VE ALWAYS been a fussy eater. As a child 

I would drive my mother to despair with my 
culinary nitpicking. “What's that?” I'd say, 
prodding a glob of spinach. “Eat it,” my 
mother would respond, but with little convic- 
tion. Greens, as she well knew, fell into the 
category of snot, and so were summarily 
shoved to the side of my plate. Nor did pota- 
toes escape my diligent eye. I was a little dia- 
mond dealer, turning the spuds this way and 
that, pointing out the many warts and 
melanomas. “What's that?” 

Having dispatched the veggies, I would 
start in on the meat products. I'd take a 
sausage or a burger and pick it apart, my brow 
pinched in a mixture of concentration and dis- 
gust. “Ugh,” I'd groan, gesturing at some- 
thing that resembled a nostril or a lip or an 
anus. This was generally the point when my 
mother would scrape the entire plate into the 
trash can, cuff me around the head, and slap a 
finger-dimpled peanut-butter sandwich on the 
table before me. 

Sandwiches were fairly safe territory. It’s 
difficult, after all, to hide a snout or a testicle 
between two slices of bread. But one day even 
this truce was shattered. My mother had 
served up a plate of sandwiches, cut into tri- 
angles, buttered just so. They were tasty 
enough, but after a few bites I realized that | 
couldn't identify what was in them. I pried the 
bread apart to get a better look. “What's 
that?” | held the pinky-brown substance up to 
the light. And then I saw them. Taste buds. 

The Tongue Incident still looms large in 
Wright family lore. For one thing, it was one 
of the few occasions when my mother fought 
back. She was a single parent, and it was a 
struggle to put any food on the table, let alone 
fresh meat. The tongue was probably meant as 
some sort of treat, and my rejection of it did 
not go over well. Eat the sandwich. No. Eat it. 
No. So it went, backwards and forwards. 
There was shouting, tears, the threat of real vi- 


olence. In the end, | went to bed hungry. 
Being a fussy eater was never easy. Shortly 
before the Tongue Incident, our school cafete- 
ria had served up its dreaded goulash. School 
meals were never gourmet fare, but the 
goulash was sublimely awful: hunks of scabby 
carrot and slicks of soggy cabbage floating in 
a fetid broth, and, drifting hideously on the 
surface, the gobs of fat that passed for meat. 
This particular day, a teacher named Mr. 
Deere decided to teach me a lesson — a first 
for him, I think. “Eat it,” he said, nodding at 
the accident scene on the side of my dish. 
“You're not going anywhere until that plate is 
empty.” I put a lump of gristle in my mouth, 
swallowed, and promptly discharged a tsuna-

mi of brown fluid all over Mr. Deere’s cor 
duroys. For years | couldn’t touch a stew 
Hungarian or otherwise — without submit 
ting it to a full autopsy. The very sight of fat 
left me gurgling with horror. My fear of food 
became a full-blown phobia. 


N RECENT years, I’ve done what you're 

supposed to do with a phobia: confront it 
head on. In the past six months alone I’ve 
eaten tripe, tendon, squid, and boiled kidney 
You could even say I’m one of those people 
who will eat anything. | may not enjoy it, but 
by God I'll eat it. 

These fruits de mer, though, were some- 
thing else. These mollusks — these paradigms 
of gristle — were going to set me back 25 
years, I just knew it. I thought of Mr. Deere 
standing over me, his crotch inches from my 
face. Eat it. | wrenched the largest of the snails 
from its shell and sat with it dangling from my 
fork. Eat it. There was slop on it, dark areas 
just beneath the surface. Eat it. 

In an attempt to buy myself some time, | 
waved over a waiter. “Are these dead?” | 
asked. “Quite dead,” the waiter said, giving 
me a look. Helen also gave me a look. Unable 
to give myself a look, I gave the snail a look 
and put it in my mouth. It was like chewing on 
a fist. Amazingly, | got the snail down, and 
kept it down. Then I regarded the other bot- 
tom-dwelling delicacies on my plate — the in- 
secty shrimps, the booger-like periwinkles. 
No. I couldn’t. I couldn't go through with it. 

“Finished, sir?” 

“What?” 

“Are you finished, sir?” It was the waiter. 

“Oh, yes. Finished.” 

And that was that. No tears. No guilt. No 
retribution. 

If there’s a point to this story, it’s this: Mr. 
Deere was a fucking asshole. w

I get the feeling you guys are trying to make a point here, but 
this is no time to be coy. Let’s put the question bluntly: is 
George W. Bush the stupidest person ever to serve as US presi- 
dent? If not, who is? And isn’t he a drunk besides? It’s all the 
fault of those goddamn Republicans on the Supreme Court. | 
Why, | oughta . . . 

There, there. Let’s take this one step at a time. 

1) ls George W. Bush stupid? We have pretty good data here. 

In 1999 the New Yorker obtained a copy of the future presi- 

dent’s Yale transcript and revealed that he’d had a C average in 

college and, more interestingly, scored 1206 on his Scholastic 

Aptitude Test (SAT) — 566 on the verbal and 640 on the math. 

To find out how this score stacked up, I called the Educational 

Testing Service, publisher of the SAT, and learned that in 1994, 

SAT scores had been “re-centered.” To offset the steady down- 

ward drift of test scores over the years, the scoring scale was 

adjusted upward so that the mean score for both math and ver- 

bal was again 500 (the midpoint on a scale of 200 to 800). | 
Those who took the test before 1994 are now entitled to add a 
prescribed amount to their scores to see how they compare to 
students today. Having made the necessary adjustment, Little 
Ed announced, “I got 800 on my verbal! I’m a direct benefici- 
ary of the stupidity of the American public!” Doing the same for 
Bush gives him 640 on both verbal and math, good enough for 
88th percentile on the verbal and 86th on the math were he en- 
tering college now. Those scores may not be as high as mine, of 
course, or even Al Gore’s original scores (625 verbal, 730 
math), but they ain’t bad 

Then again, I recall having seen a college guide circa 1970 
that listed the average SAT for Yale freshmen as about 670 in 
verbal, 705 in math. So Bush was well below average for his 
class. He must have written a great essay. 

2) Is Bush the stupidest president? Doubtful, but here the 
data are lacking. The best I could come up with was a 1926 list 
in which intelligence researcher Catharine M. Cox estimated the 
IQs of 300 famous people based on their achievements in child- 
hood and early adulthood. Presidents ran the gamut from John 
Quincy Adams (165) to Thomas Jefferson (150) to Ulysses S. 
Grant (125). She didn’t single out stupid presidents, but near 
the top of everyone’s list you’re sure to find Warren G. Harding, 
probably the nation’s least competent chief executive, who de- 
scribed himself as “a man of limited talents from a small 
town. . .. | don’t seem to grasp that I am president.” Among 
presidents since FDR, political scientist Fred 1. Greenstein (Pres- 
idential Difference: Leadership Style from FDR to Clinton 
[2000]) cites Harry Truman and Ronald Reagan as being 
“marked by cognitive limitations,” although even detractors 
would concede that they had their gifts. 

Smarts aren’t easy to judge. Greenstein gives John F. 
Kennedy high marks for brains, but according to biographer 
Thomas C. Reeves (author of the infamous A Question of 
Character {1991]), Kennedy as a kid scored a less-than-bril- 
liant 119 on the Otis Intelligence Test and graduated 65th out 
of 110 at Choate. And remember Bill Bradley, whom every- 
body considered brainy but boring? His verbal SAT score, ac- 
cording to Slate: just 485. 

3) As for alcoholic presidents . . . define alcoholic. According 
to The Health of the Presidents (1994) by John M. Bumgarner, 
the following were heavy drinkers: Martin Van Buren, Franklin 
Pierce (died of cirrhosis), James Buchanan, Andrew Johnson 
(appeared drunk at his inauguration in 1865), Ulysses S. Grant, 
and Chester A. Arthur. The next edition may include George W., 
who had that 1976 drunk-driving conviction. Regarding other 
substance abuse: does it count if you don’t inhale? Ld

As Campaign 2001 heats up, politicians are making 


their pitch in the forgotten medium of local-access TV 


Big time on the small screen

ENTION LOCAL-ACCESS TV, and 

the average person tends to think of 

Wayne and Garth jamming heavy- 
metal tunes from their basement. But de- 
spite its reputation for kooky conteni and 
subpar production standards, the oft-ma- 
ligned medium is generating an entirely new 
set of minor media stars: politicians. Pols 
have long gotten face time on the municipal 
channel when the camera swings their way 
at council meetings or ribbon-cuttings. 
Now, however, it’s getting hard to turn on 
these channels without seeing a candidate, 
though they’re still sandwiched between 
shows about how to go trash-picking for 
furniture and readings aloud from the 
Somerville Journal (helpful if you’re blind; 
Chinese-water-torture-boring if you’re not). 
Some ambitious pols have their own talk 
shows; others frequent an entire line-up of 
programs (targeted to viewers as diverse as 
political junkies, Greeks, and gays) where 
they can make their mark with various con- 
stituency groups. 

“I get a lot of feedback,” says City Coun- 
cilor Peggy Davis-Mullen, who is mounting 
an uphill mayoral campaign this year. “It’s 
a great way for anybody elected to talk to 
the public.” That’s particularly true as com- 
mercial ad rates keep rising and main- 
stream-media attention to local politics di- 
minishes. “Coverage of municipal govern- 
ment is nonexistent” on local TV news- 
casts, says Emily Rooney, host of WGBH’s 
Greater Boston. “Part of it is that it’s not as 


interesting as it once was during the days of 


Ray Flynn and Kevin White, really combat- 
ive mayor’s races, when something was al- 
ways going on in the city council that had a 
ripple effect in the community. But it’s a 
chicken-and-egg situation, because how 
would we know, since no one’s covering 
it?” Joe Heisler, who hosts the political 
program Talk of the Neighborhoods on the 
Boston Neighborhood Network (BNN), 
agrees. “I think, over the years, the net- 
works have cut back their coverage of city 
issues, and that creates a niche for me to 
exploit,” he says. 

This fall, for the 
first time in eight 
years, there’s a con- 
tested mayoral race 
in Boston. All the 
city councilors are 
up for re-election. 
Same in Cambridge, 
where candidates vie for nine citywide 
seats. Somerville’s mayor and board of al- 
dermen will also face the voters. Local-ac- 
cess TV will never take the place of door- 
to-door canvassing, or even paid TV ads 
on more-prominent stations. But with can- 
didates fighting to make an impression on 
voters — particularly in the race to suc- 
ceed the late Joe Moakley in the Ninth 
Congressional District, which is far juicier 
than municipal elections — it’s becoming 
an important part of the campaign arsenal. 
Just ask Boston mayor Tom Menino and 
every at-large member of the Boston City 
Council, who are only a few of the pols to 
hit the local-access airwaves in the past 
month. 


Ss: WHO’S watching this, anyway? Since

with cable. In Boston, that’s about 160,000 
households; in Cambridge, 24,000; and in 
Somerville, 20,000. A 1996 study by the 
City of Boston showed that 30 percent of 
cable subscribers interviewed watched local- 
access programming, and that the average 
cable household consisted of 2.3 people 

but the survey talked to only 468 viewers. 

“I wish in some ways we did know [rat- 
ings], but maybe we’re better off not know- 
ing,” says Heisler. He adds wryly, “We got 
six calls tonight, so at least six people were 
watching.” Says Chris Lovett, host of 
BNN’s Neighborhood Network News, 
“Sometimes on my bad days, I think it must 
be the same 10 people watching.” But on 
the other hand, he jokes, the people who 
keep coming up to him in the supermarket 
at least look different. 

A small number of die-hard community 
activists watch local-access programming re- 
ligiously — and it’s a smart move for pols to 
keep them informed, because they’re also 
likely to vote. But the shows reach far more

says State Representative Pat Jehlen of 
Somerville, who has been hosting a monthly 
program on Somerville Community Access 
Television (SCAT) for nearly five years. “No 
one knows how you vote, what bills you 
sponsor, and what you’re working on.... 
[The show] is an opportunity to let people 
know what I’m working on.” Recent pro- 
grams have discussed insurance reform, 
Fenway Park, and Tufts University’s dispute 
with its custodians. 

State Representative Alice Wolf of Cam- 
bridge, Jehlen’s Beacon Hill colleague, 


began a similar program at the beginning of 


the year on Cambridge Community Televi- 
sion (CCTV). Wolf — whose State House 
phone number and e-mail address flash 
across the bottom of the screen — consid- 
ers it “another forum to talk to con- 
stituents” about subjects like the MCAS test 
and how Cambridge politics has changed 
over the years. Cambridge city councilor 
and state representative Tim Toomey also 
has a monthly program, as does Congress- 
man Mike Capuano, 
who films his shows in 
Cambridge and airs 
them throughout the 
Eighth Congressional 
District, in Boston,

people who are just clicking through the 
channels. “A lot of times you get picked up 
channel-surfing;” Cambridge city councilor 
Michael Sullivan observes. Says Glenn 
Koocher, who hosted the well-respected po- 
litical show Cambridge Inside/Out from 
1989 to 2000, “Our success was that people 
would tune us in as they worked their way 
from Channel 2 to Channel 4.” The shows 
are repeated so often that a lot of surfers will 
see a politician’s face and name on the 
screen, even if it’s for only five seconds 
longer than some are willing to watch paid 
campaign ads. 

A number of pols ensure their exposure 
by hosting their own programs: just like 
anyone else, if they pay the small yearly fee 
($60 in Boston) and sign out the camera, 
they can hold forth to the masses. “Media 
does well on covering the three state leaders 
[the Speaker of the House, the Senate pres- 
ident, and the governor], but if you’re a 
state rep, you're totally invisible to anyone,” 


Chelsea, and Water- 

town. Suffolk County 
clerk of courts John Nucci has a weekly 
program on BNN. 

The response isn’t great, and sometimes 
the programs aren’t either. “I don’t get a lot 
of reaction from it, but I get some,” says 
Jehlen of her show. The camera captured 
Wolf looking downright surly before she 
switched on her smile for the June program, 
and Toomey’s most recent show was tortur- 
ously dull: he interviewed the state fire mar- 
shal about topics like safety regulations for 
space heaters. “We’re not 60 Minutes or 
anything,” says Capuano. “We're not even 
the nightly news. We've tried to take nation- 
al issues and put a local face on them.... I 
don’t think most people are searching the 
cable shows waiting for Mike Capuano to 
show up, but my hope is that when they 
come across it, they find it informative.” 

Politicians without the Larry King gene 
prefer to limit their appearances to other 
people’s shows. Politically themed pro- 
grams offer a particularly good way for 


candidates to get noticed by opinion mak- 
ers. “If they’re district councilors [seeking 
higher office], they might not be as well 
known citywide,” says Sam Tyler of the 
Boston Municipal Research Bureau, a gov 
ernment-watchdog group. “It gives them an 
opportunity to get more exposure, and give 
people a better sense of their positions and 
personalities.” Councilor Dan Conley of 
Hyde Park, who’s running for Suffolk 
County district attorney next year, agrees: 
“It’s a great way to get exposure in other 
parts of the city where I’m not as well 
known, and I'll try to take advantage of that 
as much as possible.” 

Boston’s half-hour Neighborhood Net- 
work News, with studios at Boston Univer- 
sity, provides a snapshot of local issues with 
original reporting and interviews. Another 
popular choice was Koocher’s now-defunct 
program in Cambridge. “We had every 
member of the city council and school com- 
mittee, the city manager at least once a 
year, the police chief, the fire chief,” he 
says. “Councilors would call us up and say, 
‘I haven’t been on for a while, I want to 
come on.’” Even pols from outside Cam- 
bridge, like then—House Ways and Means 
chairman Tom Finneran, would stop by. 
“The secret was, we were good amateurs,” 
says Koocher. “We were amateurs and we 
knew it. Doing local broadcast journalism 
was a sort of Walter Mitty fantasy. ...We 
never thought, ‘Let’s send this over to 
[Channel] 56 and see if they need a week- 
end anchor.’” 

Koocher’s Boston counterpart, Joe 
Heisler, just marked the fifth anniversary of 
Talk of the Neighborhoods. With a three-per- 
son production staff, three cameras, and a 
snazzy opening-credits sequence featuring 
scenes of Boston life, the show has a more 
professional look than most local-access 
programs. It also has a bigger audience. “I 
think the best of the best is Joe Heisler,” says 
former Boston City Council candidate Greg 
Timilty. “He’s got a wide audience. | watch 
it every Tuesday.” 

A former reporter (he edited the Hyde 
Park—Roslindale Gazette), candidate (he un- 
successfully ran against State Representative 
Shirley Owens-Hicks in the 1992 Democra- 
tic primary), and political staffer (for a leg- 
islative committee on Beacon Hill), Heisler

knows his way around local politics. Though 
they were skeptical at first, local pols are 
now eager to come on the show. He’s even 
managed to score the kinds of interviews 
that make mainstream journalists jealous. 
“For over a year, | was working on getting 
Governor Paul Cellucci,” he says, “and the 
timing was exquisite — it was the first in- 
depth interview after he announced he was 
leaving to become ambassador to Canada.” 
But the format has its challenges: Heisler 
regularly must walk the line between bulldog 
and lapdog.

David Mills, a gay lawyer from Danvers, hosts the 
weekly SpeakOut two or three times a month.

“It’s grassroots politics in the media age.” 
Councilor Chuck Turner of Roxbury, a lib- 
eral activist who’s appeared on programs 
such as Neighborhood Network News, Bob 
Terrell’s City Journal, and Talk of the Neigh- 
borhoods, agrees. He finds local-access 
shows “less conservative than the major- 
media broadcasts” and “more community 
oriented,” with their practice of inviting 
guests to call in and ask questions. David 
Mills, a gay lawyer from Danvers, hosts the 
weekly SpeakOut two or three times a 
month. Though the show has hosted politi- 
cians — Davis-Mullen, Menino, State Rep- 
resentative Jarrett Barrios of Cambridge, 


Even if hardly anyone is watching, says 
former Boston city councilor Tom Keane, 
these shows are worth doing because it’s 
fun. “It’s interesting to toss ideas back and 
forth,” he says. “To have an engaging dis- 
cussion with someone you’re not running 
against is rare, and pretty enjoyable.” For- 
mer Boston city councilor Larry DiCara, a 
former local-access host himself, sees anoth- 
er benefit. His program “was good practice 
for wet-behind-the-ears politicians, includ- 
ing one named Menino,” he says. “It gave 
them time to become accustomed to TV.” 

But the pols who appear on local-access 
programs hope that such appearances will 
pay off in themselves. With last year’s pres- 
idential election decided by only a few hun- 
dred votes, an evening where a candidate 
can talk directly to even a handful of callers 
and viewers starts to look pretty good.

PAROLE, continued from cover 
high marks from virtually every prison official 
at every facility where he'd resided. 

“I figured I had a pretty good chance at 
getting out,” Kane recalls. But his parole 
hearing did not turn out as anticipated. Pa- 
role-board members, Kane says, spent more 
than two hours grilling him about the origi- 
nal crime, as if he were being retried. At the 
same time, they glossed over his exemplary 
institutional record and dismissed the 15 
people who had appeared to voice support 
for his release. Two months later, Kane got 
word that he’d been denied parole. In 1998, 
he went before the board again — and again 
it rebuffed him. He appealed to its seven 
members one final time, 12 months later, to 
no avail. So Kane took a different tack. Last 
year, he appealed his conviction. Were it not 
for a judge who found that Kane’s jury had 
been given improper instructions, and there- 
fore overturned his conviction, Kane would 
still be in prison. (The state is appealing the 
decision.) But as Kane has demonstrated 
since his release, he would have been the 
perfect candidate for parole. 

Hundreds of similar Massachusetts prison- 
ers — those who have served their time well, 
who have aimed to better themselves, and 
who qualify for supervised release — are 
finding parole a remote possibility these days. 
Throughout the past decade, in fact, the 
number of state prisoners granted parole has 
dropped dramatically. In 1990 — right be- 
fore former governor William Weld assumed 
office on a get-tough-on-crime platform — 
the parole rate for state inmates hovered 
around 70 percent. By 1999, that percentage 
had fallen to 38. Put another way, only 856 
of the 2231 state prisoners who came before 
the parole board in 1999 were granted super- 
vised release, compared with 1963 of the 
2821 a decade earlier. For prisoners serving 
life-with-parole sentences, such as Kane, the 
rate at which parole was granted at an initial 
hearing declined from 41 percent in 1990 to 
13 percent in 1999 — or from 21 prisoners 
paroled in 1990 to just three in 1999. 

Even for inmates housed in the county 
system — who were convicted of less seri- 
ous crimes, such as shoplifting and low-level 
drug offenses, and who serve no more than 
two-year sentences — parole figures have 
dropped, although not as precipitously. In 
1990, the parole rate on the county side was 
58 percent. It dipped to a low of 38 percent 
in 1993 before slowly climbing up to 53 per- 
cent by the decade’s end. 

The statistical shift has drawn attention 
lately. Last January, the Boston-based Com- 
munity Resources for Justice (CRJ) unveiled 
a report about prisoner re-entry, “Returning 
Inmates: Closing the Public Safety Gap,” 
which uncovered some startling trends. 
While the proportion of prisoners who re- 
ceive parole in Massachusetts has been cut 
nearly in half, the proportion of prisoners 
who complete their sentences in-house, or 
“wrap up,” has almost doubled. Since 1995, 
as many as 1800 prisoners have been re- 
leased from the state’s prisons and jails every 
month, and the vast majority have moved 
straight from their cells to the streets without 
any supervision. Meanwhile, inmates are 
opting to forgo parole hearings in record 


numbers. Last year, 4744 prisoners (32 per- 
cent of those eligible for parole) waived their 
right to a hearing, as compared to 1719 (15 
percent of eligible prisoners) in 1990. This, 
says John Larivee, who heads the CRJ, un- 
derscores the fact that inmates view the pa- 
role process as futile. To be considered for 
release, they must line up places to live and 
work, as well support systems such as 12- 
step programs. It’s an enormous investment 
for prisoners. “Inmates,” he says, “think, 
‘I’m not going to get parole, so why go 
through the hassle and humiliation?’” 
These trends are anything but good news. 
According to Stephen Saloom of the 
Boston-based Criminal Justice Policy Coali- 
tion, years of what he calls “an accepted no- 
parole policy” has set Massachusetts up for a 
public-safety nightmare. Right now, more 
and more prisoners — people who have 
spent decades living in tiny cells, in con- 


seeking parole. The situation is “steeped in 
hypocrisy,” he says: “Either we have a sys- 
tem with parole or we don’t. But if we do, 
take it seriously.” 

Life on supervised release isn’t exactly 
freedom. Every parolee must report to an as- 
signed parole officer, who is notified within 
24 hours of any job or housing changes. 

*arolees cannot leave the state for more than 
a day without permission. They cannot 
knowingly associate with convicted crimi- 
nals, including friends they made on the in 
side. Depending on their needs, they may 
have to enroll in therapy and substance- 
abuse programs. Some may not be allowed 
to buy a lottery ticket, or to patronize a bar. 
Others can be randomly subjected to urine 
tests, curfews, and home visits.

HE CONCEPT of parole in Massachu- 

setts dates back to the late 1800s, when it 
was set up to provide an incentive for pris- 
oners to better themselves. The modern 
statute, enacted in 1955, added another pur- 
pose: parole is intended not only as a reward 
for a worthy prisoner, but also as a chance 
for the state to ensure that “his release is not 
incompatible with the welfare of society.” 
Essentially, it’s meant to enable the state to 
facilitate a prisoner’s return to the communi- 
ty as a tax-paying, law-abiding citizen. 

And that’s what happened here until the 
1980s. At that time, two-thirds of the state’s 
inmates received parole, typically after one 
or two hearings. But all this changed in the 
wake of Horton, the convicted murderer 
who savagely raped a woman and tortured 
her fiancé while on a weekend release from a 
Massachusetts prison. Horton had not been 
paroled; rather, he had been granted a 48- 
hour furlough, but the scandal became a 
symbol for the coddling of criminals and 
helped discredit the concept of parole as a 
conditional release. In 14 states, as well as in 
the federal system, parole has since been 
abolished. 

The Bay State, on the other hand, has de- 
cided that parole is worth keeping on the 
books — yet a parole board defeats its pur- 
pose if it rarely offers supervised release, 
points out John Fitzpatrick, head of the Har- 
vard University Prison Legal Assistance Pro- 
gram (PLAP), which represents prisoners 


ed in Massachusetts will leave in the next 
two years, notes Larivee, “parole should be 
viewed as critical.” The trend away from it, 
he adds, “increases the risk of harm to our 
communities.” 


HE ABRUPT drop in the state’s parole 

rate has corresponded with an equally 
sharp change in the composition of the 
board. As the rate was declining 20, 10, and 
five percentage points annually, former gov- 
ernors Weld and Paul Cellucci were replac- 
ing social workers, criminal-defense attor- 
neys, and psychologists who had served on 
the parole board with state troopers, parole 
officers, and prosecutors. 

Today, the seven-member panel consists of 
six former law-enforcement workers (the 
board currently has one vacancy). Chairman 
Michael Pomarole and members John Kivlan 
and Maureen Walsh are former prosecutors; 
Daniel Dewey used to be a probation officer; 
Doris Dottridge is a retired detective for the 
Mashpee police department; and Robert 
Murphy is a former state trooper. This law- 
and-order complexion persists in the face of 
state law: the 1955 Massachusetts statute 
defining the board stipulates that its member- 
ship should be drawn not only from the field 
of law enforcement, but also from “psycholo- 
gy, psychiatry, sociology, and social work.” 

Wallace Holohan, who teaches corrections 
law at Northeastern University, finds the 
omission of behavioral scientists on the board 
as “unacceptable” as the decline in parole 
permits. Board members, he explains, must 
decide which inmates to release from behind 
prison walls, and when. They essentially make 
judgment calls about human behavior and 
growth. A board member trained in a field 
such as social work might encourage col- 


leagues to consider the psychological factors 
that contributed to the original crime, or the 
steps a prisoner has taken to address them. 
Without this perspective, Holohan says, “you 
don’t get this analysis. You get a tough law- 
and-order approach” that looks at inmates 
primarily through the lens of punishment. 

Former prisoner Kane puts it more blunt- 
ly: “The parole board is dominated by people 
who have spent their careers putting other 
people in jail.” Even if law-enforcement per- 
sonnel can offer a fair hearing, he adds, “de- 
ciding when to let prisoners out should re- 
quire more than cross-examination skills.” 

One consequence of stacking the board 
with law-and-order types appears to be a 
shift away from rewarding rehabilitation. 
Generally speaking, critics charge, the parole 
hearing has turned into an opportunity for 
board members to retry an inmate for the 
original crime, rather than evaluate his or her 
progress while in prison — which says more 
about whether a prisoner is ready for release. 

Anecdotal evidence bears out this assess- 
ment. Carol Purcell, who manages a shipping 
business in Waltham, has grown convinced 
that the panel “simply re-sentences people” 
after watching her boyfriend Ned come be- 
fore its members eight times in the past 12 
years. (Because she fears retaliation, her 
name has been changed, and some details of 
her boyfriend’s case have been altered.) Ned 
was convicted of second-degree murder in 
1974 after taking part in a botched robbery, 
during which a bystander was shot. While in 
prison, Purcell says, Ned made every effort to 
better himself: he took vocational courses, he 
enrolled in substance-abuse programs — he 
even kicked his heroin habit. 

But whenever he appeared before the pa- 
role board, she says, “it was like we were 
back at square one.” Board members, she 
explains, would spend hours rehashing the 
crime, poring over minor details of that fate- 
ful day — even though Ned had pled guilty 
to the charge. At the same time, they were 
indifferent to his positive prison record and 
his parole package. 

Last February, Ned received parole after 
serving 27 years in prison. Yet this is not to 
say that the system finally worked for him. 
Purcell believes Ned should have been re- 
leased years earlier — indeed, in 1997, the 
board encouraged him to enroll in a life- 
skills program to prepare him for parole. But 
when he returned to face the panel 18 
months later, it turned him down. 

“It didn’t matter that he’d done everything 
they asked him to do,” she says. “This parole 
board does not believe in rehabilitation.” 

In fact, critics say the board is so focused 
on the crime that it doesn’t even take into ac- 
count the most extreme extenuating circum- 
stances. Jim Pingeon, a staff attorney at the 
Boston-based Massachusetts Correctional 
Legal Services, was stunned to learn that his 
client Peter Louraine had been denied parole 
last year because of “the nature of [his] of- 
fense.” In March 2000, Pingeon argued be- 
fore the board for release of Louraine, who 
pled guilty to second-degree murder in 1984 
after repeatedly stabbing his roommate’s 
brother. A paranoid schizophrenic, Louraine 
has served nearly 20 years of his life-with-pa- 
role sentence at Bridgewater State Hospital, 














a prison for the mentally ill. Ten years ago, he 
suffered a cerebral hemorrhage that has left 
him barely able to walk or talk. In seeking re- 
lease, he was not asking to be let loose on the 
streets; rather, he sought transfer to a state- 
run psychiatric hospital, where he could re- 
ceive 24-hour care. He had the full backing 
of mental-health officials, who testified at his 
hearing. Instead of listening to the experts, 
Pingeon says, the parole board cross-exam- 
ined and “rudely attacked” them. 

By the end of the three-hour hearing, Pin- 
geon had come to feel as if the board mem- 
bers “saw Louraine as an alien from Mars.” 
He adds: “His illness was beyond their com- 
prehension.” 

Critics like Pingeon and Purcell, who helped 
found a small but effective reform group 
known as the Parole Project, maintain 
that the board has lost its way. The panel 
has not only ceased granting parole to el- 
igible prisoners 
in the concept. One Boston defense at- 
torney says that, in the post-Weld/Cel- 
lucci era, the board has turned into “an 
odd, leftover agency,” where the prevail- 
ing attitude can be summarized as “Keep 
prisoners locked up longer; just say no to 
parole. That’s the name of the game.”

OT MANY people other than pris- 

oners, their families, and their advo- 
cates have taken complaints about the 
parole board seriously — until now. 
Earlier this year, State Representative 
Ruth Balser (D-Newton) began sound- 
ing the alarm over what she describes as 
our “disturbing” parole rate, and filed 
legislation that would close an apparent 
loophole in the law governing the com- 
position of the Massachusetts parole 
board. The Balser bill — drafted by 
members of the Parole Project, including 
Purcell — would require that at least 
three of the seven board members come 
from the behavioral-science fields listed 
in the statute. Although the board’s 
present make-up is not technically ille- 
gal, she explains, “it strikes me as a cleat 
violation of the spirit and intent of that 
law.” Adds Balser, herself a psycholo- 
gist, “Until we get some behavioral sci- 
entists on that board, it is not a working, 
effective body.” 

Her legislation, known as House Bill 
2574, has been embraced by members of 
the Governor’s Council, which approves 
At a March 
15 hearing before the legislature's Joint 
Committee on Public Safety, Councilor 
Marilyn Petitto Devaney of Watertown 
took the unusual step of urging legisla- 
tors to support the Balser bill because “it 
focuses much-needed attention on a 
long-simmering problem.” Her testimo 
ny offered merely one sign that the eight- 
member council has grown dissatisfied 
with the parole board. Last April, for the 
first time ever, the council unanimously 
refused to reappoint board member 
Mary Ellen Doyle, a victim’s-rights advocate. 
Councilors said the seven-year veteran could 
not mask her disdain for prisoners, or her em- 
pathy for victims, at parole hearings. (She be- 
came an advocate after her parents and 
teenage brother were killed by three armed 
robbers in their Tewksbury home in 1975.) 
According to one councilor, Doyle actually 
told the council that she views the hearings as 
a form of therapy for inmates, as if the board 
existed to bestow enlightenment rather than 
conditional release. “To me,” Devaney ex- 
plains, “that demonstrated a fundamental mis- 
understanding of parole.” 

But councilors have been vexed by more 
than Doyle’s performance. Councilor 
Christopher Iannella of Boston, who works 
as a civil lawyer, says he and colleagues hear 
increasing complaints about the board as a 
whole. They worry about the low parole rate, 
as well as the virtual elimination of prisoner 
pardons. Iannella, a 14-year council veteran, 
estimates that before the Weld and Cellucci 
administrations, the parole board used to 
present as many as 50 pardon recommenda- 
tions per year to the Governor’s Council. 
Now, he says, “we’re lucky if we see five.” 
(In 1999, for example, the parole board re- 
ceived 111 petitions from prisoners for par-

dons, but recommended none.) Factors like 
these, lannella says, have led councilors to 
believe that “this parole board is not doing 
its job.... Things should change.” 

Even former parole-board members admit 
discomfort at the direction of their succes 
sors. Teresita Alicea, a Springfield criminal- 
defense attorney who served on the panel 
from 1978 to 1983 (alongside a social work- 
er, a minister, a prosecutor, and several pa 
role officers), says she’s “absolutely con- 
cerned” about the decade-long decline in pa- 
role grants. She has heard that the board’s 
numbers for county prisoners have improved 
— but finds anything less than 50 percent 
“not acceptable.” Given today’s figures, she 
says, “I’m sure there are people doing time 
who could be productive members of socie 


ty.” Instead, they’re languishing in prison, 
consuming the state’s tax dollars. 

“This board,” concludes Alicea, “is not 
called the ‘revocation board.’ It’s the parole 
board. It should be paroling people.” 

-arole-board director Timothy App, how- 
ever, contends that the panel has upheld its 
mission in a “fairly consistent” manner. 
(Chairman Pomarole and other members de- 
clined through App to be interviewed.) Too 
often, according to App, the board’s detrac- 
tors focus solely on the decline in parole rates 
for state-prison inmates. But they fail to con- 
sider what he calls “the near steady” percent- 
age of inmates paroled from county prisons, 
which he estimates as raising the average pa- 
role rate throughout the 90s to 46.7 percent. 
“That statistic,” he says, “doesn’t lend itself 
to this idea of a drastic decrease” in paroles. 

App acknowledges that the parole rate for 
state prisoners has plummeted. But he argues 
that the drop has been justified, because as 
much as 65 percent of the state-prison popu- 
lation consists of violent criminals — people 
convicted of murder, assault, rape. “We saw 
the number of violent offenders increase in 
the 1980s,” says App, who worked at the state 
Department of Corrections (DOC) for 28 
years before assuming his present position 
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last December. “These are the people who 
have come before the board in the 1990s. It’s 
a different population today.” 

App insists that the board would 
much rather see a

prisoner released under its 
supervision than watch him wrap up his sen 
tence and walk away. Members, he says, are 
committed to successfully reintegrating of 
fenders into communities. In the past six 
months, the board has created 12 initiatives 
meant to bolster support and oversight of 
parolees. He promises “a major change” in 
performance — a promise that he and Po 
marole have recently expressed to legislators 
At the same time, he makes one thing clear: 
“We're not about to parole somebody for the 
sake of boosting a low paroling rate.” He 
adds, “We don’t deny parole because we want

to be bad guys. If we do [deny parole], it’s 
our view this person represents a threat to 
public safety.” 


RITICS OF the board do recognize that 

it adheres to a philosophy set by the head 
of the administration — i.e., the governor 

rather than by members. Neither Weld 
nor Cellucci made any attempt to hide his 
disdain for parole; in fact, both tried to elim- 
inate the practice through legislation. When 
that failed, the two administrations effective- 
ly gutted the program by packing the parole 
board with supporters of the tough-on-crime 
agenda. Notes Fitzpatrick of Harvard’s 
PLAP, “Board members have basically done 
what they were expected to do.” The blame 
for today’s hamstrung parole law, he adds, 
“lies squarely at the top, with the governor.” 

Governor Jane Swift, who assumed office 

in April, did not appoint any current parole- 
board members, but she is quick to defend 
them. Swift spokesperson Sarah Magazine 
says the governor. “has full confidence in the 
board,” despite the low parole numbers. If 
anything, says Magazine, those figures reflect 
a board that “holds inmates to a higher stan- 
dard.” Members’ number-one criterion, she 
says, is “to protect the public safety.” 
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When asked whether the governor believes 
that protecting public safety and granting pa 
role are mutually exclusive, Magazine replies, 

No.” She then alludes to the record low 
crime statistics. “Obviously,” she says, “we 
must be doing something right, and we will 
continue to put public safety above all else.” 

Now that a vacancy on the parole board has 
opened, the Swift administration has an op 
portunity to set a different tone for that agency 
(see “Editorial,” page 4). And critics are push 
ing for change. lannella, of the Governor's 
Council, says he and colleagues have informed 
Swift that they favor a new voice among board 
members. Councilors, he says, concur with 
critics: the administration must appoint some 
one with a behavioral-science background, as 
well as a firm grasp of the value of parole: “If 
another law-enforcement person comes 
before the council, we will likely veto the 
person. We want a balanced parole 
board.” 

Demand for reform has even prompt 
ed some legislators to hunt for potential 
candidates. Representative Balser is so 
intent on seeing “a parole board that 
believes in parole” that she has encour- 
aged a handful of forensic psychologists 
to apply, although none has heeded her 
advice. State Representative Jarrett Bar- 
rios (D-Cambridge), who supports the 
Balser bill, penned a May 25 letter to 
the governor urging her to consider the 
Reverend Paul Poyser, the prison chap- 
lain who blew the whistle on allegations 
of prisoner abuse during a shakedown 
at MCI-Shirley last fall. Poyser, a 16- 
year employee of the DOC, would offer 
what Barrios called “an impressive 
combination” of corrections training, 
psychology, and theology. “I have con- 
fidence that these experiences make Mr. 
Poyser a more than capable candidate,” 
Barrios wrote, “well suited for the posi- 
tion.” (Poyser, who is on family leave 
from the DOC, could not be reached 
lor comment.) 





Board members have scouted for ap 
plicants as well. Former parole-board 
member Petra Cervoni, who served on 
the panel from 1993 to 1997 before tak 
ing a job as counsel for the Springfield 
Housing Authority, confirms that she 
applied for the open seat after two

Swift already has shown signs of 
maintaining what one critic describes as “the 
Republican Party’s sound-bite approach to law 
and order.” In an April 24 article, the gover 
nor told the Lowell Sun that she would carry 
on the Weld-Cellucci tradition of recommend- 
ing law-and-order nominees to the parole 
board. “I recognize that [the Governor's 
Council] has some concerns with the diversity 
of the board,” she said, “but I will continue to 
push for those people who share my philoso- 
phy.” She also implied that she sees no prob- 
lem with the state’s decreasing parole num- 
bers. Parole, she told the Sun, should be “a 
limited utilization.” She added: “We should be 
limiting the number of paroles. It’s only fair to 
the victims and the public safety.” 

What direction Swift will take remains to 
be seen. But she should rethink the strategy 
of her predecessors, who used public safety 





as a catchy excuse to keep prisoners behind 
bars even when their behavior had earned 
their release. Most bad guys, after all, return 
to the streets eventually. And if they keep ex- 
iting the state’s prisons without the supervi- 
sion of parole, as Balser puts it, “the public’s 
safety will be the loser in the end.” &

ester. Lynch is a son of South Boston, 
though his district also includes the South 
End and the eastern part of Dorchester. 

Privately some of Joyce’s supporters are 
already making the case that, while their 
candidate represents both parts of Boston 
and the suburbs, Lynch essentially represents 
just South Boston. They also believe that 
Joyce’s more progressive standing on social 
issues —- particularly gay rights — will bring 
out voters in parts of Jamaica Plain and the 
South End, eating into Lynch’s district. 

Joyce does insist that the entire district 
would gain his attention if he won: “The peo- 
ple of South Boston would be a very impor- 
tant part of my constituency if elected, but no 
more or no less than the people of West Rox- 
bury, Jamaica Plain, Needham, Mattapan, or 
anywhere else.” And he rejects the notion 
that he’s a purely suburban politician. Since 
becoming a senator in 1997, Joyce notes, 
he’s helped community activists mitigate the 
Arborway Yard bus project and slowed devel 
opment of Hellenic Hill near Jamaica Pond 

Lynch, for his part, takes issue with the no- 
tion that the race rests on a city-suburb battle. 
“| think my opponent is trying to make this a 
narrow-minded, parochial fight,” he says. “I'd 
remind him that we’re not running for the city 
council here. We’re running for the Congress 
of the United States of America.” He argues 
that the congressional race will hinge on issues 
such as prescription-drug coverage for sen- 
iors, national energy policy, Medicare, and 
funding for public education: “It belittles the 
office of representative in Congress to run like 
this is a precinct or ward.” 

Nevertheless, Joyce’s spin was evident in a 
June 10 Boston Globe South Weekly story 
(“Suburbs Poised To Seize Boston Congres- 
sional Seat”) that discussed a vote analysis 
conducted by Joyce’s consultant, Viewpoint 
Strategies in Newton. The study, obtained 
by the Phoenix, showed that in the six con- 
gressional elections between 1990 and 2000, 
42 percent of the votes for the district’s gen- 
eral election came from Boston, while 58 
percent came from Norfolk, Plymouth, and 
Bristol Counties. It also contained some in- 
teresting findings on voting patterns in 
South Boston as compared with the rest of 
the district. Lynch’s district contributed, on 
average, just 13 percent of the total votes for 
the overall congressional district. Joyce’s 
Senate district, by contrast, accounted for 
24.5 percent of the votes. 
(State Senator Marian 
Walsh’s district — West 


percent of the votes.) 
Putting averages aside, 
Lynch’s district con- 
tributed 22.8 percent of 
the total votes for the con- 
gressional district in the 
year of Southie’s highest 
turnout — the 1996 state primary. 

Of course, other candidates are still con- 
sidering getting into the race, which could 
upset the clear-cut city-versus-suburbs dy- 
namic. The latest to surface, Marc Draisen, 
a former state representative from Roslindale 
who ran unsuccessfully for lieutenant gover- 
nor in 1994, is pondering a campaign from 
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the political left. But Draisen, who built a 
portfolio around affordable housing while at 
the Massachusetts Community Development 
Corporation, would start his campaign woe- 
fully underfunded, and with little name 
recognition and no natural base. Former 
state senator Joe Timilty — also pro-choice 
and pro-gay-rights — is also still consider- 
ing a run. Less well-known candidates, such 
as Eleanor Mulloney LeCain, a strategic

planning consultant from Jamaica Plain, and 
John Taylor, who heads a national communi- 
ty organizing group, could also jump in. 

But the challenge for the two current lead- 
ing candidates is simple. If Joyce can frame 
the campaign for the Ninth Congressional 
District as a question of South Boston ver- 
sus everyone else, he will replace Moakley. If 
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Lynch can broaden his appeal to other parts 
of the city while making inroads into the 
suburbs, then he wins. 


YNCH HAS got to prove he’s not just the 

favorite son of South Boston,” says Vic- 
tor DeSantis, a professor of political science 
at Bridgewater State College. “South Boston 
doesn’t make up a whole lot of this district. 
He’s got to expand his base.” 

But limiting Lynch to his 
South Boston/Dorchester 
base will be one of Joyce’s 
main goals — and it’s the 
kind of strategy with which 
he has some familiarity. 
Joyce became a state sena- 
tor in a 1997 special elec- 
tion. Then a state repre- 
sentative from Milton, he 
tried to do what nobody 
outside of Dorchester had ever done: win 
from a suburban base. Joyce defeated three 
difficult opponents, all from the city: LeCain, 
City Councilor Maureen Feeney of Dorch- 
ester, and at-large councilor Maura Hennigan 
of Jamaica Plain. The three city candidates 
split up the urban vote, allowing Joyce to 
make the most of his suburban base. Though

A race between State 
Senators Stephen Lynch, 
who is from South 
Boston, and Brian Joyce, 
who is a product of suburban 
politics, could be the last gasp 
for Southie power. While State Sena 
tor Marc Pacheco of Taunton is also 


running, he’s not considered a strong 
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factor since his base represents just 


six percent of the voters in the district. 
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Joyce picked up votes in the margins of 
Boston, for the most part he played the city as 
a foil against his suburban voters. One issue 
that year was a controversial education plan 
devised under the auspices of the League of 
Women Voters that would have shifted state 
aid targeted at city schools back to wealthier 
suburban schools. Advocates of the plan ar- 
gued that the suburban schools had been un- 
fairly burdened by the state’s Education Re- 
form Act. Joyce circulated ads in local news- 
papers saying the formula for education-re- 
form funding hurt towns. “He was very much 
against the education formula because it 
shortchanged the towns,” recalls Hennigan, 
who says that she and Feeney were depicted 
as wanting “to take your money away.” 

“It [the ad] only ran in the towns, and it was 
very powerful,” she says. “We were furious. It 
was very much a suburban-versus-urban ad.” 

Joyce now says he stands for the principle 
that communities with the same amount of 
money should get the same amount of fund- 
ing, a principle he thought was being violated 
back in 1997: Milton received less funding 
than other, wealthier towns. Asked about the 
ad Hennigan describes, he acknowledges “one 
inflammatory advertisement I wish I could 
have taken back because it was easily miscon- 
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strued.” But, he adds, “the fundamental prin- 
ciple that cities and towns should be funded 
fairly, | stand by.” Joyce also points out that in 
the years he has represented both suburban 
towns and city neighborhoods, funding for all 
the communities he represents has gone up, 
and at no time has he sought to cut funding 
for the city. 

If that’s what Joyce can do with education 
reform, what might he do with Lynch’s some- 
times controversial history of fighting for 
South Boston at the expense of the rest of 
Boston? Lynch, as some remember, was a 
signatory to the now-notorious 1998 Memo- 
randum of Understanding also signed by City 
Councilor James Kelly, State Representative 
Jack Hart, and Tom O’Brien, who was then 
the head of the Boston Redevelopment Au- 
thority. That agreement stated that 51 percent 
of all waterfront-development linkage funds 

money paid by developers to the city for 
affordable housing and other 
benefits — would flow into 
a specially created nonprofit, 
the South Boston Better- 
ment Trust. Neighborhoods 
most affected by develop- 
ment typically get only 10 to 
20 percent of the linkage 
funds, and the rest are spent elsewhere in the 
city. When the public finally learned last year 
how much South Boston stood to profit — at 
the expense of the rest of the city — Mayor 
Tom Menino walked away from the deal. But 
the damage was done, and Lynch sustained 
the first political blow of his up-and-coming 
career. On June 27, 2000, the Boston Globe's 
Joan Vennochi wrote that “fallout from the 
linkage deal he [Lynch] helped broker be- 
tween Menino and South Boston hurts his 
cause as a citywide candidate.” And more re- 
cently, in a June 1 column, she said Lynch 
was “very much” a Southie pol, and that his 
threat to block the convention-center deal un- 
less Menino approved the linkage deal 
demonstrated the “kind of payback mentality 
[that] is vintage Southie.” 


Lynch’s defenders say he can turn the 
linkage issue into a positive: he can stand up 
and say that he fought for South Boston 
when he represented that community, just as 
he will stand up for the rest of the district in 
Congress. But the truth is that when Lynch 
struck this deal for Southie, he did so at the 
expense of the South End and Dorchester 

the other portions of his district. 


F JOYCE has to box Lynch in to South 

Boston, then Lynch, obviously, has to lock 
up his base and expand. He went a long way 
toward doing that when he persuaded for- 
mer Boston mayor Ray Flynn, who had been 
contemplating his own congressional run, to 
give his nod to Lynch instead. Less noticed, 
but also important: he enticed City Coun- 
cilor Stephen Murphy, who commands sup- 
port throughout the western part of the city 
(including West Roxbury), to drop his inter-

est in the seat and back him as well. Finally, 
as the Boston Herald reported last week, 
Lynch appears to have won some support 
from Menino, who also has the potential to 
deliver the western part of the city. Menino’s 
strategist, Ed Jesser, is working with Lynch, 


and the mayor won't rule out endorsing him. 


Menino told the Herald’s David Guarino: 
“I’ve delivered in the past. I could deliver in 
the future.” Menino press secretary Carole 
Brennan, however, says “he’s entirely fo- 
cused” on the election challenge from City 
Councilor Peggy Davis-Mullen just two 
weeks after the primary in the special elec- 
tion. So even if Menino eventually endorses 
Lynch, Lynch may not reap the benefits of 
Menino’s political organization. 

In some ways, though, Lynch is in a good 
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position to expand his base. He is much better 
known throughout the district than one might 
think, notes Bridgewater State’s DeSantis: 
“Lynch gets a lot of bounce out of the St. 
atrick’s Day breakfast. Now that the break- 
fast is being picked up on New England Cable 
News, people throughout the district watch 
t.” Lynch's allies also point out that towns 
such as Milton, Randolph, and Canton are 
filled with former residents of Dorchester and 
South Boston — members of a mostly Irish 
Catholic diaspora who are favorably inclined 
toward Lynch. He will call upon his city allies 
to ask their suburban friends to support him. 

Lynch could also take steps to seem more 
open to the rest of the district. Hennigan 
suggests some bridge-building maneuver, 
such as positioning himself as a peacemaker 
in the lawsuit between Kelly and Menino 
over linkage. “This is an opportunity for 
him,” she says. “If he makes some over- 
tures, maybe with himself and 
Councilor Kelly, it would help 
Lynch because it would show a 
South Boston elected official 
reaching beyond South Boston 
to the rest of the city.” Lynch 
says, though, that he has al- 
ready attempted unsuccessfully 
to bring Menino and Kelly together: “It’s a 
very noble idea, and I tried it, but once at- 
torneys get in the way and complaints are 
filed in court, the parties are very, very 
guarded and won't sit down.” 

Everyone says that the best way of all for 
Lynch to win support outside South Boston 
is to be himself — his personal story appeals 
across the board. A former ironworker, he 
put himself through law school and won 
election to the House of Representatives. 
After that, he did the seemingly impossible: 
he knocked off the son of Senate president 
William Bulger in the race to replace him. 
Where voters may see Joyce as the more ag- 
gressive political operator — an image unfair- 
ly magnified by the belief that he changed his 
position on abortion once the pro-choice 
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Kennedy got out of the race (see “Abortion 
Preconceptions,” page 8 ) — Lynch may 
present himself as the candidate of “authen- 
ticity.” Says one political observer, “Lynch is 
going to say, ‘I am what I am, but at least 
you know where | stand, and when I give 
you my word, you can count on me.’” 

That may be just the type of image Lynch is 
trying to project when he calls the strategy of 
pitting one community against another a 
“campaign of divisiveness” and vows to make 
a campaign “pledge” against it. “I'll make 
every town in the district proud of the way I 
represent them, just like Joe Moakley did,” he 
says. “I’m not going to set neighbor against 
neighbor or city against suburb. I’m going to 
bring these people together — just like Joe 
Moakley did.” 

One political veteran in the district predicts 
that Lynch will identify himself even more 
closely with the beloved late congressman: 
“He'll say, ‘If you look at my stances on issues 
across the board, they’re the same as Moak- 
ley’s, and Moakley did such a good job repre- 
senting the district for so long.’” And that 
strategy seems to sit well with Lynch. “I realize 
I am not anywhere near the statesman that Joe 
was,” he says, “but I can tell you he is a role 
model for me and the perfect example of what 
a thoughtful and compassionate legislator can 
be. All I can do is follow in that mold.” 

But Moakley, as knowledgeable insiders 
point out, had already spent two decades in 
public life by the time he was elected to Con- 
gress in 1972. Lynch is a creature of the 
1990s, with just seven years in elective of- 
fice, and will not easily step into Moakley’s 
shoes just by virtue of their association with 
the same neighborhood. Barring another po- 
litical earthquake in a year that has seen sev- 
eral, the dynamic of this year’s election is 
clear. Joyce wins if he can paint Lynch as 
just the candidate of South Boston. Lynch 
wins if he can show that he isn’t. ¥

Americans have only recently begun to experiment with 
body work, herbs, acupuncture, and other forms of Oriental 
medicine. Cambodians have been doing it forever.

ON’T EXPECT TO find chamomile or kava root 

in the plastic bags and brown-paper packages on 

sale at the Oriental Culture Institute in Lowell. 
The herbs in the tiny Cambodian shop look more like 
sticks and bark than pretty yellow flowers. But if you’re 
looking for dried snakes or gecko skin, you'll find those 
in the glass case by the door. 

Down the road at the Trairatanaram Temple in North 
Chelmsford, Sary Chhoeun sits on the floor behind an 
elderly Buddhist nun. Leaning into the older woman, 
Chhoeun repeatedly scrapes a copper coin along the 
nun’s bare back, creating long, red bruises along the 
lines of her ribs. Chhoeun explains that she’s “coining” 
the nun to treat her upset stomach. 

Twenty years after fleeing their troubled homeland, 
Cambodian immigrants in Massachusetts still turn to 
traditional healing when they feel ill. Sometimes that 
means an herbal steam to clear up a head cold. Other 
times it means a trip to the temple, where Buddhist 
monks ward off bad karma. For these immigrants, tra- 
ditional medicine represents more than healing; it is an 
enduring link to the lives they left behind. 

To Western eyes, these practices seem more supersti- 
tion than science. But some American doctors are be- 
ginning to appreciate the value of alternative medicine 
and the healing power of prayer, and recognize that 
many Cambodian healing traditions can be traced to 
Buddhist practices and ancient Chinese medicine. Med- 
ical workers who serve these Khmer communities no 
longer try to force Western methods on immigrants. In- 
stead, they are trying to understand Cambodian healing 
traditions, and to find ways to mesh them with modern 
medicine. The newly opened East-meets-West Metta 
Health Center in Lowell, for example, offers not only 
acupuncture but also cupping, a form of acupressure 
extremely popular in Cambodia in which heated glass 
bottles are applied to various regions of the body. And 
the clinic staff includes doctors, nurses, social workers, 
and a Cambodian expert in traditional healing 


Back at Trairatanaram Temple, the nun, Yiv Khuy — 
her head shaved as tradition dictates — holds a towel to 
her chest and leans forward. Sary Chhoeun puts all her 
weight into rubbing the oiled coining tool on the nun’s 
back. Chhoeun’s husband Chhom, a computer techni- 
cian, looks on. “We don’t do it on our children,” she 
explains. “It hurts. My husband and I do it, and my 
mom too.” 

Chhoeun holds up a quarter. She explains that they 
often use the American coin, both here and in Cambo- 
dia, where, ironically, there is no coin currency. Mean- 
while, the nun speaks in Khmer and Chhoeun trans- 


refugee camps in Thailand. Eventually, thousands made 
it to Lowell, which is now home to the country’s sec- 
ond-largest Cambodian community (after Long Beach, 
California). 

Back in Cambodia, Western-style medical care was 
— and remains — unfamiliar and prohibitively expen- 
sive. So when Khmer refugees began arriving in Massa- 
chusetts, many knew only the traditional methods. As 
they settled into places like Lowell, Lynn, and Revere, 
they gained access to neighborhood health clinics and 
state-of-the-art hospitals. Nevertheless, many have con- 
tinued to practice traditional healing, partly as a way of

lates. She voices a devotion to traditional healing that 
nearly every Cambodian immigrant shares: “If I don’t 
do this, | won't feel better,” she says simply. 


HE JOURNEY that brought so many Cambodians 

to Massachusetts began in 1975, when the murder- 
ous Khmer Rouge army marched into Phnom Penh and 
drove the entire population out to communal farms. 
Most Americans learned what happened next from the 
1984 film The Killing Fields: over the next three years, 
more than a million Cambodians perished, victims of 
disease, starvation, or execution. The rest toiled in 
prison-like work camps, barely surviving starvation- 
level rations, torture, and forced labor. When the Viet- 
namese invaded in 1978, Cambodian families fled to 


retaining cultural ties with their homeland. In Massa- 
chusetts’s Khmer neighborhoods today, Cambodian 
healing abounds. The Kom Pong Thom grocery store in 
Lowell’s heavily Cambodian Highlands neighborhood 
sells cupping kits. There’s a Chinese herbalist on the 
other side of Westford Street. And virtually every Cam- 
bodian-born Khmer you ask claims to practice coining 
routinely. 

These practices present a challenge for Massachu- 
setts hospitals and public-health clinics: how should the 
health-care establishment ensure that Cambodians re- 
ceive proper medical care without criticizing or ignoring 
their traditions? Some hospitals, like Lowell General, 
now hold cultural-awareness sessions for employees 
and keep interpreters on staff. And Lowell Community

Health Center has gone even further to offer 
Khmer patients medical treatments that incor 
porate their traditions. 

Earlier this year, realizing that some Cambo- 
dian patients were afraid to tell doctors about 
their use of traditional medicine, the Lowell 
Community staff set up the Cambodian-target- 
ed Metta Health Center. “As our own Western 
practitioners became more and more familiar 
with traditional healing, they became more 
open to the possibility of combining that with 
Western medicine,” says Dorcas C. Grigg- 
Saito, Lowell Community’s director. 

The Metta Center is housed in a converted 
Jackson Street mill, along with several Cambo- 
dian service organizations. All clinic signs and 
literature are in Khmer, Laotian (another large 
Asian group here), and English. The waiting 
room is decorated with rainbow-bright paint- 
ings of temples and traditional apsara dancers. 
The acupuncture room is equipped with bottles 
for cupping. You Noun, an aging Cambodian 
scholar who has written a book on traditional 
Cambodian medicine, serves the Metta Center 
as a consultant. And if someone needs to talk to 
a Spiritual adviser — an important component 
in the Cambodian concept of healing — clinic 
staffers send him or her next door to the medi- 
tation center run by a saffron-robed Buddhist 
monk. 

To run the Metta Center, Grigg-Saito tapped 
Sonith Peou as program director. As a young 
man in Cambodia, Peou had been planning to 
attend medical school in Phnom Penh when the 
Khmer Rouge shut it down. His father was an 
army officer, so his family received particularly 
harsh treatment, Peou says. They were sent to 
the rice fields, and Peou’s father was eventually 
taken away and presumably executed. Health 
care in the rice fields was practically 
nonexistent: there were no antibiotics, 
no doctors, and no hospitals to speak of. 
Peou’s mother and two of his siblings 
died from malnutrition and disease. 
Then in his early 20s, Peou burned 
herbs into his skin to treat typhoid fever, 
and he believes that helped him escape 
his family’s fate. 

After the Vietnamese invasion, he fled 
to Thailand, where he worked in the 
refugee camps’ medical clinics. He continued 
working in the health field after coming to the 
United States, and ended up at the Metta Cen- 
ter after moving to Boston from North Dakota. 

Today, Peou rarely practices traditional med- 
icine, but he realizes that many of his fellow 
refugees still cling to the older ways. He under- 
stands that when they arrived in a strange land, 
still reeling from the horrors they had endured, 
it offered a familiar path to healing that worked 
— and still does. “One thing we are is sur- 





” says Peou. “We try to survive. That was 
the one thing we knew how to do. Western 
medicine was a new concept to us. We are still 


learning, but it will take a while.”

a JAANS WHO practice traditional 
medicine believe that good health hinges on 
proper balance of the body’s hot and cold ele 
ments. Certain foods, herbs, and medicines 
have hot and cold properties and can either 
throw off or restore metabolic equilibrium. An 
imbalance — infection or exhaustion — can 
cause krun khyol, or “wind illness.” Cambodi- 
ans implicate “wind” in a number of symptoms 
and conditions, ranging from the common cold 
to post-traumatic stress disorder. (Depression 
and PTSD are virtually epidemic among dis- 
placed Khmer Rouge survivors.)

Cupping is extremely common in Cambodia, 
where street healers use a flaming wand to heat 
the inside of a small glass bottle. They press the 
open side of the hot bottle on the patient’s 
back, abdomen, or forehead, where it cools, 
contracts, and draws out the “bad air.” 
Cupping requires a certain amount of skill, 
but many Cambodians get the same effect from 
pinching (which is exactly what it sounds like) 
or coining the skin. All three techniques are 
said to release wind by bringing stagnant blood 


SHOP TALK: Sisowath’s Oriental 
Culture Institute herb shop, in 
Lowell, is filled with herbs and 
medicines identified in Khmer, 
Chinese, and sometimes 
English. The labels — “Post- 
natal,” “Pain” — are usually 
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In addition to seeking 
out these techniques, some 
Cambodians solicit healing advice from the 
monks at two Lowell-area Buddhist temples 
Others look to the Kru Khmer, shaman healers 
who play various roles — part fortuneteller, 
part wise elder, part herbalist, and part magi 
cian 

Monrith Sisowath, who recently opened his 
Oriental Culture Institute herb shop and 
acupuncture practice, says his grandfather was 
a true Kru Khmer. He only dabbles in it. But 
the tattoos that cover Sisowath from neck t 
ankle hint that he’s not a typical herbalist, ei 
ther. Blue Khmer characters spill out of his 
sleeves at the wrist, and a tattooed picture of his 
mother peeks out from under his collar. He 
says they protect him from those who mean 
him harm. 

Sisowath, a slight man with close-cropped 
hair and a Fu Manchu mustache, says he can 
remove a black-magic spell, but he can’t put 
one on. He can offer both a diagnosis and a 
prediction for the future by checking someone’s 
pulse. “I can tell you if you are going to stick 
with your husband and I can tell you what year 

he is going to die,” he 

boasts. 

His real skill, however, 
lies in prescribing and 
preparing Cambodian 
herbs. He started by 
studying his grandfather’s 
notebooks, and when he 
came to Lowell, he sought 
formal training in herbs, 
acupuncture, and qi gong 
theory from Ming Wu, a 
China-trained healer who 
owns herb and acupunc- 
ture shops in Maynard and 
Lowell. For Cambodians, 
who revere royalty, 
Sisowath wears an extra 
aura of authority: he bears 
the name of a Cambodian 

prince who perished under 
the Khmer Rouge, and ex- 
plains that he is a member of 
the extended royal family. 

As you walk in the door of 
his tiny, two-room office and 
shop, the smell of incense 
overtakes the garlic-and- 
cilantro aroma from the 
Cambodian restaurant down 
the hall. Inside, shelves are filled with bottled 
Chinese medicines and herbs marked in Chi- 
nese, Khmer, and sometimes English. A brown- 
paper package of herbs marked “Post-Natal” 
goes for 10 dollars. A bag of herbs imported 
from Cambodia has a printed label in Khmer 
with one term in English — “Hepatitis A... B 
...C.” A $40 zip-locked bag of stems is for 
“Pain,” according to the label, as is the dried 
snake. 

“This one is for a long life,” Sisowath says, 
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patients who bring these conditions under con 


trol with Western medication end up putting 
themselves back at risk by abandoning the 
treatments for traditional medicine. At times 
doctors at the Metta Center don’t even know 
what they’re competing with; recently, a group 
of doctors sent a Khmer herbal diabetes treat 
ment to the lab for analysis, so they could find 
ut exactly what their patients were ingesting 

Another concern for Metta doctors is the tra 

litional approach to pregnancy and childbirth 
Many Khmer women treat herbal medicine as a 
substitute for prenatal check-ups. What's more 
the medicine often takes the form of herb 
infused wine or vodka, which raises concern 
about the harm alcohol can do to a fetus 
(Cambodians say that when taken medicinally 
the alcohol is just a medium, and used in small 
amounts.) In May, state health commissioner 
Howard Koh reported that just 45 percent of 
pregnant Cambodian women in Massachusetts 
receive adequate prenatal care — the lowest 
rate of any group in the state. Yet a 1989 study 
of 500 pregnant Cambodian refugees in Mass- 
achusetts found that they had low complication 
rates during pregnancy, and delivered healthy 
babies despite their lack of prenatal care. 

Despite their concerns, however, health pro- 
fessionals in Lowell have come to recognize the 
value of understanding and accommodating 
traditional practices. Lowell hospitals and 
schools no longer report coining lines or the 
red circles left by cupping as suspected cases of 
child abuse. And at Lowell General, hospital 
staffers respect the Cambodian belief that heat 
is essential to recovery from childbirth; they ob- 
viously can’t duplicate the native practice, in 
which a woman lies on a bed perched over hot 
coals after delivery, but patient advocate Joyce 
McLaughlin says, “We make sure the Cambo- 
dian patients have a warmed blanket. And we 
are careful not to give them cold water.” 

Understanding can’t eliminate all the risks 
associated with allegiance to traditional medi- 
cine. A few years ago, the state poison-control 
center reported a case of strychnine poisoning 
caused by a Cambodian herbal treatment. In 
that case, the patient had swallowed seeds she 
was supposed to suck on. And medical workers 
do sometimes see Cambodians who delay nec- 
essary trips to the hospital so they can try to 
treat themselves. But that practice cuts across 
cultures, McLaughlin says: “I don’t think we 
see that any more in the Cambodian population 
than we see in the general population.” 

At its best, Lowell’s new approach means 
better, more responsive care for patients like 
Mallis Phay, a counselor with the Massachu- 
setts Department of Mental Health, who says 
she tried to stop coining after a doctor embar- 
rassed her by commenting on it during a physi- 
cal. Then she started again. “I just couldn’t stay 
away,” she says. “I usually do it when I get 
dizzy or am coming down with a cold, and | 
feel better afterward. That’s the magic.” Ss

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ANATOMYora DRUG SCARE 





Over the past six months the painkiller OxyContin 
has become the subject of a media frenzy. 
But is the addiction ‘epidemic’ real?

N EARLY JANUARY, Time magazine became the first 
major media outlet in America to report on the grow- 


ing abuse of a prescription synthetic-opioid painkiller 


named OxyContin. According to the story, the drug was 


“so popular and addictive” that it was generating “a bliz- 


zard of a crime wave” in several “pockets of the nation.” 


While the article admitted that the medication had been 


“hailed as a miracle” by legitimate users, it added that 


OxyContin pills were nicknamed “killers” in some areas 


because of the rapidly escalating toll of overdose deaths 


allegedly associated with its illicit use. 


The Time piece was only the opening 
salvo in a sustained journalistic campaign 

~ conducted over the angry protests of 
pain’specialists and their patients — that 
has, ina few short months, irremediably 
stained the public image of a medication 
previously acknowledged as a major break- 
through in the treatment of debilitating 


chronic pain. Over the past four months, re- 


porting on OxyContin abuse has become a 
national media craze. Sensational, fear- 
mongering stories have appeared in hun- 
dreds of publications from Newsweek to 
small-town newspapers in Midwestern hin- 
terlands. PAIN PILLS BLAMED FOR RASH OI 
DEATHS, the Associated Press proclaimed. 
THE ‘POOR MAN’S HEROIN,’ U.S. News 
blared. PRESCRIPTION PAINKILLER GAINS STA- 
rUS AS THRILL PILL, claimed the Indianapolis 
Star, while the Cincinnati Enquirer called it 
the ‘HEROIN OF THE MIDWEST,’ with the sub- 
head TRAFFICKERS’ AND ABUSERS’ FIRST 
CHOICE. Just last week, the Boston Herald 
weighed in with a front-page feature, head- 
lined NARCO CRIME WAVE, about a rash of 
local drugstore robberies specifically in 
search of OxyContin. But none could match 
the Port St. Lucie News, which called it the 
“new crack” and touted its “heroin-like 
high” in the same headline. 

Yet experts say no evidence exists that in- 
creases in abuse of the drug are outpacing 
increases in prescriptions for it. In fact, sev- 
eral incidents seem to suggest that the 
media’s sensational coverage — which in- 
forms potential addicts about the new drug 
and explains how to get and use it — may 
itself be contributing to an increase in Oxy- 
Contin abuse. Meanwhile, doctors and legit- 
imate users have been needlessly scared 
away from an important advance in the 
treatment of pain. 


XYCONTIN WAS an instant hit with 

doctors when it was introduced by Pur- 
due Pharma in December 1995. Pain-man- 
agement specialists hailed the oxycodone- 
based formulation as a breakthrough in the 
medical profession’s ongoing effort to con- 
trol the debilitating effects of chronic pain. 
As the good news spread, sales of the drug 
mushroomed, rising from $40 million in 
1996 to more than $1 billion last year, out- 
stripping even Viagra. 

The drug was a godsend for patients 
whose pain did not respond to other med- 
ications. “Without OxyContin | wouldn’t be 
able to get out of bed in the morning, much 


less hold down a full-time job,” says Tracey 
jordan of Houston, Texas, who suffers from 
three degenerative disks in her back. Before 
going on OxyContin in August 2000, she 
took a host of other medications, but they 
“were just too harsh, and didn’t really take 
care of my pain,” she says. 

The media also offered a few glowing ac- 
counts of OxyContin’s effectiveness. In a 
September 1996 article, for example, Oxy- 
Contin was said to be enjoying “a 
groundswell of interna- 
tional support” at the 
annual meeting of the 
International Associa- 
tion of the Study of Pain 
(IASP), with members 
touting it as “an excel- 
lent opioid for moderate 
to severe pain.” 

But about 18 months 
ago — roughly three 
and a half months after 
OxyContin’s auspicious 
debut — some instances 
of illegal use surfaced in 
rural Maine. Soon after, 
the drug’s popularity 
began to rise in rural 
Appalachia, especially in 
parts of western Vir- 
ginia, eastern Kentucky, 
West Virginia, and 
southern Ohio (in and 
around Cincinnati). If 
abuse amounts to an 
epidemic anywhere, it’s 
here, says pain specialist 
Shelley Freimark of 
Ashland, Kentucky: “In this area right now, 
it is a severe problem.” 

That’s because the usual street drugs are 
not as readily available in these rural out- 
posts, says Phil Fisher, head of the Ap- 
palachian Pain Foundation (APF), a group 
formed last year by pain doctors devoted to 
educating the medical community and pub- 
lic about the uses and benefits of OxyCon- 
tin. “This is an isolated area where it’s hard 
for people to get real street drugs,” he says. 
“By and large, OxyContin is not a street 
drug in most places.” 

Even when the problems first emerged, 
the press outside this region largely ignored 
the development. But that changed on Feb- 
ruary 6 with “Operation Oxyfest 2001.” 
More than 100 Kentucky cops fanned out in 
what were called the largest drug raids in 


state history. Sweeping a five-county area, 
they netted 207 dealers and users. Within 
days, the OxyContin “epidemic” was na- 
tional news, turning small-town cops into 
minor celebrities. Detective Roger Hall of 
the sheriff's department in Harlan County, 
Kentucky, had the distinction of being quot- 
ed in two separate AP articles carried by 
scores of papers, despite the lack of expert- 
ise suggested by his claim that abusers “will 
kick a bag of cocaine aside to get to the 
Oxy” (it’s rare to be addicted to nervous- 
system depressants like OxyContin and 
stimulants like cocaine at the same time). 

Politicians, naturally, weren’t shy about 
chasing the free publicity. They convened a 
series of press conferences and public meet- 
ings to take advantage of the heightened 
media interest. On March 1, Virginia attor- 
ney general Mark Earley convened an Oxy- 
epidemic “summit” attended by high-rank- 
ing officials from five states. Not to be out- 
done by his neighbors, Kentucky governor 
Paul Patton, who had already proclaimed a 
“near epidemic” in his own state, an- 
nounced the creation of a statewide Oxy- 
Contin task force, made up of officials from 
15 separate agencies. 

Coverage built up to the April 9 issue of 
Newsweek, whose cover screamed 
PAINKILLERS. Of two related inside articles, 
one reported on the overall rising tide of 
prescription-drug abuse; the other, titled 
“How One Town Got Hooked,” described 
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events in Hazard, Kentucky, the town said 


to be at the center of the epidemic. 

With the raids’ success and the ensuing 
barrage of press coverage, the idea of an 
OxyContin epidemic became entrenched in 
the national consciousness. After the wave 
of Kentucky stories by the big boys, the 
major urban newspapers in the East and 
Midwest assigned reporters to hunt for indi- 
cations of abuse on their own turf. Unsur- 
prisingly, they found what they were looking 
for. 


ANY OF the media’s “thrill pill” stories 

have centered on widely disseminated 
claims that OxyContin has resulted in a 
shocking number of overdose deaths. Just 
how many is an open question. The num- 
bers vary from paper to paper, and are un- 


verifiable at best. Some of the published fig- 
ures appear only once, in a single article, 
and leave no clue as to their origins. Others 
are widely used; most papers across the 
country have claimed that the drug has 
caused more than 120 deaths,.59 since Feb- 
ruary 2000 in eastern Kentucky alone. The 
latter figure originated in early February 
with public statements from Joseph Famula- 
ro, the US attorney for the Eastern District 
of Kentucky, who used it to justify the 
eight-month investigation leading to Opera- 
tion Oxyfest. Virginia attorney general Mark 
Earley struck next, claiming 32 deaths in 
southwestern Virginia since 1997, a figure 
that was later increased to 39 by assistant 
medical examiner William Massello. 

The press responded to these announce- 
ments with a flurry of stories. But none of 
the accounts examined the reliability or 
meaning of the numbers. “That figure was 
given to us by local law enforcement,” says 
Wanda Roberts, Famularo’s spokeswoman, 
about the 59 alleged Kentucky deaths. That 
it came from the same police officials who 
used it to justify Operation Oxyfest does not 
appear to trouble Roberts, though when 
asked she declined to confirm the figure as 
accurate. 

Says David W. Jones, executive director 
of the Kentucky medical examiner’s office, 
“As far as deaths go, I’ve heard different 
numbers in different places at different 
times. I have no idea where these people are 
getting their facts and figures.” While he 
stresses that not every drug-related death is 
necessarily reported to his office, his data 
show 27 oxycodone-related deaths in the 
entire state in 2000. 

Of course, at first glance, 27 deaths over 
12 months in a single state — even in Ken- 
tucky, the heart of the purported epidemic 
— seem like solid evidence of a spike in 
oxycodone abuse. But when Jones breaks 
down the numbers further, the situation ap- 
pears far less grave. Two of the 27 victims, 
he explains, had ingested both oxycodone 
and alcohol, which resulted in a fatal inter- 
action. What’s more, 23 others evinced 
traces of a head-spinning multiplicity of 
other drugs in their systems, including high- 
ly potent prescription painkillers such as Di- 
laudid, and powerful illegal drugs like hero- 
in. In the final analysis, Jones says, only two 
of the 27 fatalities were caused by oxy- 
codone alone. 

As for Virginia, medical examiner Massel- 
lo became notably tightlipped when asked 
for further details about his cases, though 
he did admit that a “significant number” of 
victims had taken multiple drugs. 

Other jurisdictions report similar find- 
ings. In Blair County, Pennsylvania, the 
county coroner has collected data indicating 
that of the seven oxycodone-related deaths 
in her jurisdiction during the last five-plus 
years, six involved multiple drugs (often in- 
cluding heroin), and one was a suicide. 

Moreover, most accounts omit two addi- 
tional facts: oxycodone is the opioid agent 
in around 40 separate brand-name prescrip- 
tion medications besides OxyContin; and 
OxyContin accounts for only about 25 per- 
cent of the oxycodone consumed annually. 
OxyContin is the strongest oxycodone for- 
mulation available, but there is absolutely no 
way of telling, Jones explains, whether an 
oxycodone-related fatality resulted from 
OxyContin. 

For that matter, not everyone who dies 
from an oxycodone overdose does so acci- 
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dentally. Legitimate OxyContin users in- 
clude many terminally ill patients, some of 
whom choose to escape further suffering 
through fatal overdose. Yet such cases are 
often lumped in with accidental overdoses, 
making the already inflated numbers appear 
even greater. 

Even when accidental-overdose deaths 
can be confirmed, they do not point to a 
vast increase in the overall number of the 
drug’s abusers. Rather, the evidence of mul- 
tiple-drug usage implies that a substantial 
portion of OxyContin abusers are long- 
standing drug addicts who have switched to 
OxyContin from other prescription or illegal 
drugs — or who take OxyContin occasion- 
ally as a substitute for their 
preferred drugs, which may 
be in short supply in areas 
like rural Kentucky. “The 
problem is not particularly 
the abuse of OxyContin,” 
says Kentucky state represen- 
tative Jack Coleman, a leg- 
islative expert on prescrip- 
tion-drug abuse and a mem- 
ber of the state’s recently 
formed OxyContin task 
force. “It’s with prescription- 
drug abuse in general.” 

His view is echoed by 
Karla Berkholz, a board 
member of the American 
Academy of Family Physi- 
cians, who says that “six to seven percent of 
the American population uses illicit sub- 
stances, and that number has held pretty 
steady over time.” The number of oxy- 
codone-related emergency-room visits — a 
more reliable figure than oxycodone-related 
overdoses — supports Berkholz’s analysis. 
Such visits have increased 72 percent, from 
3060 in the first half of 1999 to 5261 in the 
equivalent period in 2000, according to the 
federal government’s Drug Abuse Warning 
Network (DAWN). But that’s still tiny com- 
pared to ER incidents involving other drugs; 
for example, over the same time period 
there were 18 cocaine-related ER visits for 
every one involving oxycodone. 


O WHY has OxyContin abuse received 

so much media attention? One reason 
flows from the start of the war on drugs in 
the early 1980s, when the media signed on 
as full partners in the government’s effort to 
demonize drug use and stigmatize users. 
“The media presented the drug problem as 
a war of the holy people against the de- 
praved people, and unfortunately we haven't 
gone far past that moralizing tone,” says 
media critic Norman Solomon. 

This attitude has sometimes primed re- 
porters to jump the gun on drug stories. At 
the beginning of the last decade, for exam- 
ple, the media were temporarily fixated on 
“ice,” a smokable form of speed, which a 
slew of articles and television reports touted 
as “the crack of the 90s.” But ice never re- 
ally caught on — it was apparently too ex- 
pensive and difficult to manufacture. The 
OxyContin story fits right in with this sen- 
sational coverage. June Dahl, professor of 
pharmacology at the University of Wiscon- 
sin Medical School and president of the 
American Alliance of Cancer Pain Initia- 
tives, likens the current spate of “ultimately 
exaggerated” OxyContin stories to the 
1930s-era film Reefer Madness, with its 
laughably over-the-top rendering of the evils 
of marijuana use. 

Racism, too, may explain why OxyContin 
receives more media attention than such 
drugs as heroin. The public perceives heroin 
and crack as ghetto drugs abused by poor 
people of color, while prescription-drug 
abuse is primarily a white, middle-class 
phenomenon. Whites account for about 60 
percent of heroin-related ER visits, accord- 
ing to DAWN. But 87 percent of oxy- 
codone-related ER patients are white, more 
than for any other significantly abused 
drug. 


NFORTUNATELY, THE media’s 

wrongheaded anti-OxyContin zeal is 
more than just a cultural oddity. It is dan- 
gerous. Although levels of OxyContin abuse 
do appear to be rising in some urban areas,

particularly in the East and Midwest, that 
growth seems to follow, rather than pre- 

cede, heavy attention from major metropoli- 
tan dailies. This prompts suspicion that the 

overblown reports themselves are largely re- 
sponsible for the rise. 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer took its first 
stab at the OxyContin story on February 10. 
The article, headlined ABUSE OF PRESCRIP- 
TION PAINKILLER SPREADING: OVERDOSES ARI 
BELIEVED TO HAVE KILLED DOZENS, opened 
by recounting a pharmacy hold-up in the 
area. Within two months, two copycat phar- 
macy hold-ups had occurred. The first took 
place February 16: as in the story, a masked 
man wielding a firearm demanded the 
store’s entire supply of the 
drug and escaped with more 
than 1100 pills of various 
doses. A second pharmacy, 
in the Cleveland suburbs, 
was robbed April 22; again, 
the robber zeroed in on the 
OxyContin. New users also 
began to approach dealers. 
“I never heard of the stuff 
until about a month ago, 
when one of my customers 
asked me about it,” one 
Cleveland heroin dealer said 
in mid April. “He showed 
me an article in the paper 
that talked about how every- 
one wanted to get hold of 
this shit, so I did a little checking and found 
some available.” 

Perhaps worst of all, the victims are not 
just new abusers but the thousands of po- 
tential legitimate users who need OxyContin 
for pain relief. Media coverage of the drug 
has provoked anger and derision from 
growing numbers of specialists in chronic- 
pain management, a field long ignored or 
underemphasized by most physicians. “His- 
torically, there have been a lot of inaccurate 
preconceptions and oversensitivity about 
opioid analgesics and other narcotics, which 
has kept them from being used as much as 
they should,” says Dahl. The OxyContin 
scare has sent chronic-pain treatment reel- 
ing backward into ignorance and fear. 

As a result of the media flurry, the Drug 
Enforcement Agency (DEA) has taken ac- 
tion against Purdue Pharma, the makers of 
OxyContin. The agency had never before 
fixed its sights on a single prescription drug, 
but in May it began pressuring Purdue to 
cease marketing OxyContin to general prac- 
titioners, who make up the vast majority of 
doctors. So far Purdue has resisted the DEA 
effort, much to the relief of pain experts. 
“It’s a ridiculous idea,” snorts Barry Cole of 
the American Academy of Pain Manage- 
ment. “There are only 7000 pain doctors in 
the entire country, not nearly enough to 
treat everyone who needs this medication.” 
However, Purdue has temporarily halted 
shipments of 160-milligram pills, intro- 
duced two years ago to treat terminal can- 
cer patients. 

In addition to pressuring the manufactur- 
er, the DEA has publicly announced a 
crackdown on physicians who “over-pre- 
scribe” OxyContin. One doctor in Virginia 
recently reported that 30 minutes after a 
visit from a Purdue sales representative, 
local DEA agents descended on his office to 
ask what the salesman had told him and 
whether he intended to prescribe the drug 
to any of his patients. 

In light of such developments, more and 
more doctors hesitate to prescribe OxyCon- 
tin. One doctor in St. Charles, Virginia, has 
even begun a petition drive to pressure Pur- 
due into withdrawing the drug from the 
market. 

“Doctors are afraid that they'll be prose- 
cuted for prescribing OxyContin, or that 
they’re somehow being duped and the drugs 
they prescribe will end up on the street,” 
says Phil Fisher. And patients are frightened 
as well. “I’m treating two little old preach- 
er’s wives,” Fisher says. “Both are afraid of 
getting addicted, and one is sure someone’s 
going to break into her home to get her 
supply of the drug.” &

Te myself as God,” Chuck Palahniuk, author of Fight Club, jok- 
ingly confesses over the phone from Portland, Oregon. And 
though Palahniuk, whose latest, Choke (Doubleday), will bring him 
to Harvard Square this Wednesday, might be softening the boldness 
of his God complex with an innocent chuckle, it’s entirely possible 
that he isn’t kidding. His heavily trafficked fan Web site 
(www.chuckpalahniuk.net) proudly calls itself “The Cult.” Choke’s 
antihero, a glib sex addict called Victor, thinks his highbrow nut-job 
mom was implanted with an embryo containing the foreskin of Jesus 
Christ. Which would make Victor the grandson of God. 

And like any deity worth His salt, the proselytizing Palahniuk has 











a message — actually, he has a lot of them. But the one he’s telling 





me about now is a call to crucify cynicism. “Choke is like the sequel 
to Fight Club. If [Fight Club’s| Tyler Durden hadn’t been killed and 
had lived into old age after doing nothing but attacking, criticizing, 







and being snide and rebellious, then he would've been [Victor’s 





mom] Ida Mancini atthe end of her life, going, ‘Fuck, | never added 





anything. I just attacked what other people were trying to do.’ And 





so we have to break beyond the cynicism and irony. Because what is 





cynicism? An excuse not to create.” 

But doesn’t Palahniuk’s work 
(“Where we're standing now, in the ruins in the dark, what we build 
could be anything”) and Fight Club’s anti-commercialist rants 
smack of existentialism? “I am an existentialist, but I’m also deeply 
romantic. To be a dark cynic, I think you have to be a huge roman 
tic. I just came back from the post office this morning, where I 
dropped off a bunch of packages for people who'd written to me. | 
love doing that, giving these people brown-paper Christmases in the 
middle of July. It’s the opposite of a letter bomb, it’s

“marsala wine semi-glaze” was a semi- 
hemi-demi-glaze, if cooked at all. 

The sandwiches — er, panini — are 
“toasted in a traditional panini grill,” 
and since they were really oasted, a tra- 
ditional panini grill must be a lot like a 
toaster. They are large, long, handsome 
sandwiches — the original subs. The 
pittini ($8.95) combines prosciutto, 
white cheese, a fried chicken cutlet, 
fresh tomatoes, basil, and roasted red 
peppers. This is too many things, and 
one can taste only the cutlet, the cheese, 
and (unfortunately) the pink seasonal 
tomatoes. | couldn’t find the flavor of 
fresh basil at all. The pollo alla griglia 
($8.50) works better because the chick- 
en is a grilled breast with little flavor of 
its own, so you can taste the artichoke 
hearts and the spread of pesto (there’s 
the basil!), if not those tomatoes. On the 
melanzane ($7.95), we're dealing with 
“Our classic homemade eggplant 
parmesan!”

“exciting.” This isn’t a bad eggplant- 
parmesan sub, but it is a lukewarm one, 
somewhat greasy, and very dangerous to 
light-colored summer clothes. 

-anini are served with a large pre- 
dressed salad, which was a lot fresher, 
weirdly enough, when I ordered take-out 
panini than when I ate them in-house. 

The wine list at Piattini isn’t extensive, 
but it is interesting, and wines are served 
in very large glasses, which makes them 
easier to taste and smell. I was quite 
taken with a glass of 1999 Argiolas 
Costamolino Vermentino ($6.50; $27 
for a bottle), a crisp Corsican white with 
the fruit and spice I remember from pre- 
popularity pinot grigios. A 1998 Mon- 
tepulciano d’Abruzzo “Monti” ($8 glass, 
$29 bottle) was a soft but full-flavored 
example of that Southern Italian red. 

Desserts are apparently flown in from 
Milan, but served rather cluelessly. Be- 
sides the still-frozen berry tart ($5.95) 
described as “fruit cake,” there was the 
melted tiramisu ($5.95), which tasted 
fine but looked like the puppy had a seri-

ous accident. Actually, I think they make 
the tiramisu there, so this could be fixed 
if the chef would climb down from the 
potato towers and find some ice-cream 
glasses with sides. Chocolate mousse 
($5.95) must be made there, because 
I’ve never tasted such a low-sugar, 
rather sticky mousse before. Some peo- 
ple will really love this, but it is unusual. 
Service at Piattini is quite good, with 
attractive waiters and waitresses from 
Europe, if not exactly Italy. The room 
is underground, but reasonably cool 
and airy, with bare brick, polished 
floors, copper-topped tables, framed 
mirrors on the walls, Tuscan yellow- 
and-white panels. A tougher eye at the 
market and some attention to cooking 
could save this menu. Or the café 
could concentrate on wine and go to a 
menu with more cheeses, a few simple 
roast meats, and some better shellfish.

Cinsaut, like carignane, 
is a popular blending grape; it adds earthy 
notes to syrah and grenache-based blends. 
Gamay is the grape used to make Beaujo- 
lais; it’s light, but it can make wines of se- 
exity or bold fruitiness. 
Mourvedre, like carignane and grenache, is 
a widely produced grape that blends nicely

Sexy Beast recalls 
a great British tradition

uy Ritchie’s two recent MTV trifles, 

Lock, Stock and Two Smoking Barrels 
and Snatch, have eclipsed a great British 
tradition, the mob movie.

The nature of the beast 


Jonathan Glazer makes a mob movie with a difference

It’s a tradition that takes for granted 
quirky names like Gary “Gal” Dove (Ray 
Winstone) and plot devices like the Temple 
of Doom-—sized boulder that rolls down a 
cliff and nearly squashes Gal as 
he basks by his Costa del Sol 
poolside. The rock is a sign of 
bad things to come. Gal’s bliss- 
ful Spanish retreat with his for- 
mer-porn-star wife, Deedee 
(Amanda Redman), his best 
friend, Aitch (Cavan Kendall), 
and Aitch’s bombshell bride, 
Jackie (Julianne White), is in- 
vaded by Don Logan (Ben 
Kingsley). Don is an emissary 
from the old gang Gal thought 
he’d left behind in London, and 
he’s delivering an offer Gal 
can’t refuse. 

The last person you'd expect 
to see pushing Ray Winstone 
around is the guy who won an Oscar playing 
Gandhi. But Kingsley’s Logan is utter id: in- 
fantile, pugnacious, repellent, and infuriat- 
ingly sexy. He browbeats Gal, unearths dirty 
secrets, and abuses him and his wife and 
friends at a dinner party that’s a cross be- 
tween Who’s Afraid of Virginia Woolf? and 
GoodFellas. His victory, though, proves a 
Pyrrhic one. 

Meanwhile, back in London via whimsical 
flashbacks (a character’s name is mentioned 
ominously in conversation and there he is), 
the heist for which Gal has been chosen un- 
folds. Teddy Bass (lan McShane), an icy mob

kingpin with a black dye job that seems to 
leak onto his shirt, flirts with bank manager 
Harry (a tallowy James Fox) at a stodgy orgy 
no doubt catered by the same people who did 
Eyes Wide Shut. Harry is Teddy’s key to 
breaking into the bank’s vault, 
and Fox is the film’s link to Per- 
formance, the gender-bending, 
hallucinatory, Borges-bedazzled 
1969 cult favorite from Nicolas 
Roeg and Donald Cammell in 
which Fox played the brutish 
hitman Chaz opposite androgy- 
nous former rock star Mick Jag- 
ger (Chaz’s boss in that film was 
also called Harry). 

That film sought to probe the 
mysteries of evil, conscious- 
ness, and identity, and Beast 
goes along for a bit of the ride. 
As the boulder sequence sug- 
gests, Glazer doesn’t have a 
light hand when it comes to 
symbolism, and the portents Gal must con- 
front include a bunny-eared humanoid with 
an Uzi, an image of the beast within that 
usually visits at dinner time. In quiet mo- 
ments he’s consoled by the companionship 
of Enrique (Alvaro Monje), his wordless 
Spanish pool boy, an emblem of innocence 
and virtue, though an oddly homoerotic one. 
The heist also teems with metaphor — an 
underwater excavation evokes some of Per- 
formance’s loopier imagery. Beast digs deep 
for its significance, but that actually lies 
close to the surface, in the splendid perform- 
ances and arcane, hilarious, if sometimes

Bruce Beresford sells out Alma

Ima Maria Schindler had the kind of 

extraordinary life that should be per- 

fect for a film. Born in Vienna in 
1879, beautiful and educated and a budding 
composer, she attracted one genius after an- 
other: Gustav Klimt, Alexander Zemlinsky, 
Gustav Mahler, Walter Gropius, Oskar 
Kokoschka, and Franz Werfel were just the 
passionate highpoints. At her death, in 1964, 
she left behind letters, diaries, and a couple 
of memoirs.

he Anniversary Party, which opens this 
Friday at the Kendall Square, the 
Coolidge Corner, and the West New- 
ton, slides by without a car crash, a special 
effect, a cop, or a randy teen.

Fiddler retains its power

ho would have imagined back at the 

turn of the century — when the Jews 

were pouring out of the hundreds of 
“shetls” in the Russian Pale of Permanent Set- 
tlement (where they were, barely, allowed to 
live) and coming to America to inhabit New 
York’s Lower East side and Chicago’s 
Maxwell Street area — that a milkman named 
Tevye would become one of the most enduring 
literary icons of the century to come? Created 
by the Russian immigrant Sholem Aleichem 
(Solomon Rabinovitz), the Tevye stories were 
written in Yiddish, the language that was car- 
ried by the impoverished Jews of the old coun- 
try to the new land, only to disappear from the 
tongues of their assimilated children. 

The musical based on Sholem Aleichem’s 
characters, Fiddler on the Roof, opened on 
Broadway in September 1964, launching 
Tevye and his family of marriageable daugh- 
ters into the larger national consciousness 
When Jerome Robbins agreed to stage it, few 
from the Broadway crowd predicted success 
In Dance with Demons, the recently published 
biography of Robbins, author Greg Lawrence 
quotes impresario David Merrick: “It’s a Jew- 
ish show no one will go.” 

No one? Theodore Bikel, who’s now 77 
has appeared as Tevye in nearly 1700 per 
formances, and his running arguments with 
God and stox 
almost as stylized as those of a kabuki charac 
ter. Sammy Dallas Bayes, a dancer in the orig- 
inal production, directs and choreographs this 
touring revival in accordance with to Rob- 
bins’s striking blueprint.

Just Ado it 


The Publick makes 
something out of Nothing

s there any theatergoer this side of grumpy 

George Bernard Shaw who doesn’t love 

Much Ado About Nothing? It’s two and a 
half hours of delayed gratification, since even 
the dullest spectator can figure out that the 
catfighting Beatrice and Benedick will be 
spooning by the end. Still, it hasn’t been a fre- 
quent visitor here recently. Perhaps Kenneth 
Branagh’s magnificent 1993 film has had an 
inhibiting effect. Or maybe it’s the play’s dark 
undercurrents. There’s bastard Don John — 
why shouldn’t he be at war with life? And 
Claudio’s easy-come, easy-go Hero worship 
(he seems most interested in her virginity and 
her fortune), which Shakespeare sets against 
the hard-won admissions of Beatrice and 
Benedick, asking us to consider which mar- 
riage is more likely to last. 

One thing you can count on from the Pub- 
lick Theatre’s Shakespeare is an imaginative 
set that will replicate the low-budget simplicity 
of Elizabethan theaters. This one, by Janie 
Howland, is a handsome two-level terra cotta 
affair with stairs on either side leading up to a 
balustraded landing/balcony; underneath, a 
series of Romanesque arches reveals benches, 
a panel painting of the Madonna, and French 


doors. The new Publick stage describes almost 
a semi-circle; here large squares of well-worn 
terra cotta and cream are encircled by a swath 
of real grass and embellished with a couple of 
potted firs and some ornamental ivy. Gail

Robbins expressed the spirit of the Jewish citi 
zens of Anatevka. Sheldon Harnick’s lyrics ex 
plain how these people, who are ruled by the 
customs of the religion that both binds them 
together and isolates them from their Russian 
peasant neighbors, have survived. But it’s 
Robbins’s conception of them that makes the 
difference. As they enter, holding hands in a 
circular procession, the men step with pride: 
chests uplifted, chins pointed high, arms 


as the Watch accost Conrade and Borachio; 
when the house lights go back down, everyone 
resumes his place and the scene continues. 
Don Pedro’s proposal to Beatrice is offered in 
earnest and throws her into confusion; later, 
when he and Leonato and Claudio are gulling 
Benedick with praise of Beatrice, he’s not jest- 
ing when he says he would have married her 
— the remark occasions surprised and con- 
cerned looks from the other two. One could 
question the downbeat ending, however: the 
text calls for a general dance (Much Ado is the 
only Shakespeare play to conclude thus), but 
Arciniegas shifts the focus to Don Pedro’s dis- 
may over the treachery of his bastard brother.

reaching up to Heaven. It’s as if they were 
performing on a stage for an audience of One, 
the God whom they believe is watching their 
everyday actions. The women who keep the 
families together while the men argue in the 
tavern and chant the ritual prayers turn to 
smile at the friends on either side, in total 
command of the life rhythms. 

Fiddler hits the universals on so many levels 
that its portrayal of a lost form of Jewish life is 
almost beside the point. To be sure, there’s the 
age-old truism about parents attempting to 
hold on to children who must rebel in order to 
establish their own identity. The ferocious 
Papa, who upholds the traditions, bends only 
to the inevitability of change. But beyond fam 
ily matters, Fiddler has captivated audiences 
because it is about America more than Russia. 
Its subject is one of the most prominent as- 
pects of the 20th century: the mass migration 
of peoples from one country to another. The 
glue that binds all Americans is our common 
identity as children of “strangers who have 
come into a strange land,” as Harnick so 
poignantly puts it in the solemn anthem 
tevka.”

In any event, there’s reason to 
doubt that Babcock’s contract, which was to 
expire this fall, would have been renewed. 
With luck, Boston Ballet will find a replace- 
ment who can right the financial ship and 
will be willing to let the new artistic director 
bask in the limelight. 

On stage, meanwhile, the Royal Ballet 
made its first appearance in Boston in more 
than 20 years, under the auspices of the 
FleetBoston Celebrity Series and the Wang 
Center, which have joined forces to bring a 
major ballet company to Boston for each of 
the next five years. And it threw down the 
gauntlet with Swan Lake. Boston Ballet, 
after all, is the company that made interna- 
tional dance headlines with its “glasnost” 
productions of this work in 1990 and 1992, 
when Bolshoi and Kirov imports Nina Ana- 
niashvili and Alexei Fadeyechev and Tatyana 
Terekhova and Konstantin Zaklinsky and 
Yulia Makhalina graced the Wang Theatre 
stage. In their midst, the company’s Trinidad 
Sevillano and Patrick Armand and Fernando 
Bujones held their own. And the principals 
in BB’s subsequent 1994 and 1998 stagings 
— most notably Larissa Ponomarenko, 
Aleksandra Kolttin, and Kyra Strasberg as 
Odette/Odile — haven't exactly lowered the 
standard. 

So how does the competition from across 
the Pond stack up? This Royal Ballet Swan 
Lake, which outgoing artistic director An- 
thony Dowell first staged in 1987, is dark 
and gritty and disturbing. Less fairy-tale Ro- 
mantic than Boston Ballet’s version, it’s on 
the whole deeper and better. But the two are 
swimming in the same lake. 

At the Wang, they even sounded the same 
— that’s because the orchestra was pretty 
much the Boston Ballet aggregation under 
Royal Ballet conductors Andrea Quinn and 
Philip Gammon. But the visual differences 
became evident as soon as the curtain rose 
on Yolanda Sonnabend’s act-one set, with its 
fence and gate that look like an overgrown 
brass bed and a matching folly stage right, 
all festooned with what resemble Christmas 
ornaments underneath a menacing intima- 
tion of spruce. The villagers — men in 
brown and orange, women in country-white 
skirts with green and russet bodices and rib- 
bons — enter followed by Prince Siegfried 
and his retinue in realistic military uniforms 
Is this Hyde Park? After a generic pas de 
trois (with the man in a white sailor blouse), 
the arrival of his princess mother brings out 
the boy in Siegfried; she might be Elizabeth 
trying to get Charles or Andrew to marry. 
The waltz (moved from its usual position at 
the outset of the act) begins sparsely, with 
five couples dancing on chairs, but like 
Tchaikovsky's music it musters speed and 
color, the soldiers and their ladies joining the 
villagers in counterdirectional concentric cir- 
cles around the Maypole. Siegfried’s tipsy 
tutor tries to show two little girls (sporting 
the kind of hat that only English schoolgirls 
and Leslie Caron can wear) some steps; 
dusk falls and a country polonaise ensues, 
the men clapping while the ladies urge their 
vanities. Then we hear the B-minor swan 
theme, and the crossbows come out... 

This is serious business. There's no Jester, 
as in the Boston Ballet version, to provide 
comic relief. And whereas Boston Ballet's 
moody prince goes off alone, his crossbow

hardly more than a sexual metaphor, the 
Royal Ballet’s bully boys are out for blood. 
But they’re out of their depth. The act-two 
scrim (an egg? a nest? “A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream: Tales from the Darkside”?) 
rises on a gloomy glade, with a Caspar 
David Friedrich—like ruined gate stage left 
where eventually the Baron von Rothbart, a 
shaggy owl figure (as in the original 1876 li- 
bretto), will appear. Wearing shredded tulle 
skirts instead of the usual plate tutus, the 
swans look less like ballet icons and more 
like enchanted young women; Siegfried’s 
friends don’t see this, but he does as he tells 
them to put away their crossbow (he’s al- 
ready discarded his) and leave. The swans’ 
movement is light and quick and cohesive: 
the dropped skirts allow them to form up a 
tight phalanx when they’re confronting 


Siegfried’s friend Benno. And Odette’s mime 


is signally clear when she asks Siegfried for 
protection and then explains how only the 
man who pledges his troth and keeps it can 
save her. Yet when Rothbart appears, he 
shrugs Siegfried off as contemptuously as 
Beatrix Potter’s Old Mr. Brown does Squir- 
rel Nutkin. 

The set of act three, Siegfried’s birthday 
bash, looks as if it could double for Offen- 
bach’s Orpheus in the Underworld: brass 
staircases on both sides, long tapers, gold- 
chain hangings, a smoky haze obscuring a 
great oval mirror (tilted slightly downward, 
so we can see the dancers in it), ominous 
red notes on the ceiling, and guests dressed 
as if for a Fellini masked ball. The princess- 
bride candidates with their ’20s faded-rose 
gowns and long white gloves and matching 
ostrich-feather mask fans are too bland and 
identical for comfort, and though Rothbart 
with his black-clad biker buddies makes a 
memorable entrance, the ethnic dances 
Spanish, csardas, Neapolitan, mazurka 
seem less energetic and personal than their 
Boston Ballet equivalents. The mirror is 
also used to show Odette; as soon as 
Siegfried plights his troth to Odile, the 


scene is enveloped in infernal red 

There’s more crespuscular lighting in act 
four, where against an ironic backdrop of sil 
ver birches (symbolizing fidelity) the swans 
salute Rothbart, who’s back in his owl rags. 
The grim reality underscores Odette’s expla 
nation, via more lucid mime, that though she 
forgives him, Siegfried can’t undo his mistake, 
and therefore she must die. Still, it’s their love 
that keeps Rothbart at bay as she throws her 
self into the lake, and when Siegfried follows 
they break Rothbart’s power; the swans dance 
him into defeat as their theme finally achieves 
B major. For a moment it seems they'll have 
the stage when the curtain falls, but then the 
birch-masted boat bearing Odette and 
Siegfried sails in to assure us that love survives 
even death 

And surveying the Royal Ballet’s quartet of 
Odette/Odiles, you might just believe that. 
Tamara Rojo is the Audrey Hepburn of the 
bunch, regal, exquisite, never flustered. Her 
very birdlike Odette may dart away in alarm 
but she’s never neurotic or hysterical; with 
Siegfried she traces a palpable arc of growing 
trust. And though her dance vocabulary is ex- 
quisitely articulated (for starters, she spins like 
a top), it’s her syntax, the way she para 
graphs and phrases, that’s speaks. Het 
chaste, understated Odile is a mischievous 
little girl who keeps threatening to discover 
sex with Siegfried (“Ooh, do you think | 
should?” she whispers to Rothbart). It’s 
scary when during the Andante of her pas de 
deux with Siegfried she stands unsupported 
on pointe for what seems an eternity (like, 
she could do the Rose Adagio with no suit- 
ors), but scarier still when at last her hands 
tenderly cradle his head. 

Miyako Yoshida is a more self-conscious 
Odette (think Judy Garland), more curious 
about Siegfried, looking warily at him out of 
the corner of her eye, but slow and dreamy 
in their pas de deux, achieving a more imme- 
diate rapport. Her teasing Odile is a prom 
queen (think Tiffani-Amber Thiessen on 
Saved by the Bell) who never doubts her star

quality for a moment; seducing Siegfried is 
almost too easy. Leanne Benjamin is a 
proud, coltish Odette. (Elizabeth Taylor) with 
exquisite articulation and languid phrasing; 
her Odile, however, seemed slightly arch and 
brittle. Zenaida Yanofsky (sister of Boston 
Ballet principal Yury maybe she'd like to 
join him here?) is a blonde showstopper on 
the order of Kim Novak, and she exudes 
grace and class — her Odette melts into 
Siegfried during the violin solo in their pas 
de deux, and when at the end she falls into 
his arms, it’s with the weight of a real 
woman; but she too is more conventionally 
seductive as Odile 

Yanofsky had a sympathetic partner in 
Jonathan Cope, an earnest, gawky (or maybe 
that’s just his characterization of Siegfried), 
David Schwimmer type who actually wants 
to get married but is too shy and too special 
for those cookie-cutter princesses. ( arlos 
Acosta, with his large, gentle presence, is the 
most regal of the three Siegfrieds the Royal 
Ballet presented, a prince who knows he’s 
worthy of Rojo and won't accept less. Johan 
Kobborg, who danced with Yoshida and 
Benjamin, has a little less intensity and looks 
horrified at the thought of marriage (think 
Danny Kaye in White Christmas). 

Boston Ballet has principals at this techni- 
cal level but they don’t make it look quite so 
easy. After seeing four of the five perform- 
ances (I passed on Saturday evening, when 
Rojo and Acosta repeated their opening- 
partnership) in a well-filled Wang Theatre, | 
still believe Boston Ballet’s quartet of third- 
act ethnic dances has more zip, and the well- 
behaved Royal Ballet spectators had me 
wishing for the Boston Ballet corps, whose 
members are always full of life about the 
edges of the main action. The choreography 
of the Royal’s first-act waltz and polonaise, 
on the other hand, beat anything I’ve seen 
live or on video, and the swan corps was a 
thing of beauty. Boston Ballet wasn’t embar- 
rassed by this Swan Lake, but | hope every- 
one was taking notes. %

Ray Monk and the ghosts 
of Bertrand Russell

Fabian socialist from early adult- 

hood, Bertrand Russell (1872-1970) 

was a social and sometimes intellec- 
tual snob, though given the brilliance of 
his analytical mind, he had a lot to be ar- 
rogant about. Russell’s philosophical 
works changed the entire orientation of 
logic, from the idealism of Kant and the 
Euclidean perfectionism of Descartes to a 
nuts-and-bolts, maybe-it-works-and- 
maybe-it-doesn’t applicationist approach 
that has more or less pre- 
vailed ever since. But peo- 
ple also remember him as a 
radical political activist and 
the author of numerous

burned softly and steadily as Russell grew 
into his 90s. Yet even here there was a sur- 


prise: in his 80s, after not having seen each 


other for 50 years, he and Alys communi- 
cated again — she still loving him and 
wanting his love almost to her dying day, 
at age 84, he reminiscing, kindly, even ten 
derly, but not with romance 

These soap operas Monk relates with 
feeling and insight and a novelist’s gift for 
narrative illumination, but it is, of course, 
the philosopher Russell whom he admires 
best. Unfortunately the philosopher Rus- 








popularizing books of phi- 
losophy. During World 
War I he was a pacifist, 
during World War II a pa- 
triot who did broadcasts 
for the BBC. Then there 
was his private life: he had 
four wives and several 








significant mistresses. 

All of these Bertrand 
Russells act their parts in 
Ray Monk’s 1100-page bi 
ography, the second vol 
ume of which has now ap 
peared. Monk, a lecturer in 
philosophy at the Universi- 
ty of Southampton, has de- 
voted almost a decade to 
his subject. It shows. There 
can be very few episodes in 
Russell’s long life that are 
not visited here. Intellectu- 
al combat, political debate, 
journalism, loves and 
fallings out of love are all 
narrated. Almost every 
episode is worth the 
telling. 

The madness that clung 
to’Russell’s family heritage 
like (as Monk puts it, 
quoting from Ibsen) “a 
ghost in the cargo” taints both volumes 
from start to end; it frightened his soul 
and left him on the margins of homicidal 
mania. Russell had two sons and two 
daughters, plus one who was adopted: he 
tyrannized them all. At times Monk’s nar- 
rative reads like Eugene O’Neill’s Long 
Day’s Journey into Night. Volume two 
roams over every sort of Russell, public, 
private, and somewhere in between. If this 
jumble of conflicting, unresolved situa- 
tions and professions was how he lived 
from age 50 on, then his was one of the 
unhappiest lives imaginable. His soul is 
never seen to rest, nor his grudges, nor his 
loves. 

His wives fared the worst. Alys Smith, 
whom he fell in love with as a young 
philosopher, he soon grew out of love with, 
and Russell out of love was a cold, hard 
man. Dora took him from the philosophi- 
cal world he had tired of into the world of 
political action; when he tired of that, he 
tired of her, and eventually he grew to hate 
her. Patricia “Peter” Spence, whom he 
married when he was in his 60s and she in 
her 20s, he loved torridly, and she him; but 
eventually the abyss of age that cleaved 
them separated them. Edith Finch, whom 
he married as an elder notable, fared bet- 
ter: their love was a gentle glow that

sell has exited the stage before volume two 
begins, leaving what Monk posits as infe- 
rior Russells who turn out tacky journal- 
ism, sloppy articles, second-hand popular- 
izations of philosophy, and incompetent 
polemics. Never mind that in his History 
of Western Philosophy, the sections on 
Einstein’s theory of relativity and quantum 
mechanics brilliantly sum up these central 
ideas of modern epistemology and 
physics. Never mind that whatever field of 
discussion he entered, the force of his per- 
sonality ensured him a vast audience. 
People took to Russell. Here he was, a 
snob to the core, aristocrat and socialist, 
Victorian in manner yet advocating the 
bluntest viewpoints on religion, morals, 
politics, war. That Monk underlines the 
abysmal unhappiness of the man only 
makes us wonder at him the more. Did he 
after all yearn for his lost glory days as the 
philosopher of the moment, the colleague 
of Ludwig Wittgenstein? Did he long once 
again to be the repressed lover of Evelyn 
Whitehead? The passionate pursuer of 
Lady Ottoline Morrell? The bedmate of 
Colette? Monk’s unhappy scenes lead us 
to conclude that he did. And why not? To 
how many is it given to have discovered 
the mechanics of logic and also to touch so 
many brilliant and beautiful women? a

Whimsy becomes profound at the DeCordova

t’s a truism that as technology grows 
but it’s a truism 
As the

This year’s DeCordova Annual Exhibit, 
perhaps the premier showcase for emerging 
New England artists, demon 
strates both the potential and 
the pitfalls of art as play 
ground. Its best work proves 


delightful: humorous, surpris 


ing, incisive. Other contribu Annual 
tions, however, are as pre 
dictable and empty as a 
knock-knock joke. Of these 
10 traditional and nontradi- 
tional artists, | was surprised | September 3. 
to find that the ineluctably 
zany creations of Kelly 
Kaczynski, Dean Snyder, Janice Redman, 
and Richard Klein had the most staying 
power. All are sculptors, after a fashion, and 
all work in unusual materials or combina- 
tions thereof from shelves made of sol- 
dered eyeglass lenses to sewn rawhide to old 
Spoons. 

Depending on which door you go in, 
Kelly Kaczynski’s compact Untitled: uncan- 
ny either unfolds with progressive and sick 
inevitability or hits you all at once like a 
camera flash. You want to enter a short hall- 
way marked by a few outcroppings of what 
look like incipient pods from Invasion of the 
Body Snatchers: built-up, bulbous forma- 
tions on the ground and walls that suggest a 
gigantic, blistering poison-ivy rash. Progress 
down the hallway and turn a corner and the 
swellings increase until you can barely 
move. Suddenly you're a few feet from an 
upended life-size deer, a giant evocation of 
road kill, which you can’t get too close to 
since the teeming bubbles block it off. On 
the ceiling above appears a series of large, 
low-hanging, intricate paper honeycombs 

as if built by wasps with advanced de- 
grees in architecture. 

When Untitled: uncanny reveals itself pro- 
gressively, its unfolding packs real drama - 
the opaque plastic bubbles that at first seem 
whimsical and abstract grow ominous as 
they accrete in the presence of the dead 
deer. Unfortunately, the artist did not insist 
on one avenue of access to her work; it’s just 
as easy to enter from another doorway and 
take in the deer and the futuristic wasp nests 
and the proliferating protuberances all at a 
to attenuated effect. Also, I have 
to wonder about the deer on its back with its 
feet in the air positioned as the source of the 
room's contamination. Lethal Bambi enjoys 
an ironic edge, but the ambitions of the piece 
go beyond irony.

UNDER MY SKIN: domesticity meets obsessive

In his own self-effacing, bespectacled way, 
the most deceptively renegade sculptor of 
this year’s DeCordova Annual may be 
Richard Klein, who weaves old eyeglass lens-

sions he pulls off is the appropriation of ob- 
jects originally designed for the visually im- 
paired as the material for dappled, light 
drenched, often mesmerizing art. 

In his fashion, Klein makes shelves; 
among the most sensual and funny is 
Cataract II. Composed of framed lenses, the 
work begins as a triangular shape fitted in 
the 90-degree angle of two adjoining walls. 
After a short horizontal stretch, Cataract Il 
then cascades water-like to the floor, where 
it ends in a fringe of thin, plastic-covered 
metal — the “temple” pieces from multiple 
eyeglass frames. Klein’s real interest seems 
to be the effects he creates when light is 
reflected through the various interlocking 
lenses (in his catalogue statement, he ad- 
dresses medieval religious superstitions 
about reflected light). | was struck more by 
the pattern and play of the light his pieces 
cast than by the objects that do the casting 

None of the three painters in the show is 
displayed to best effect. Ahmed Abdalla cre- 
ates large, abstract canvases that read like 
ancient, worn frescoes: within the faded 
cloudy sweeps of muted color, small scrib- 
bles seem to poke through like a skyline 
emerging from fog. Yet the uniform qui- 
etude of his Poetics of Memory series does 
not justify their number here. They meas- 
ure, on average, six by eight feet, and there 
are four, in addition to a similarly sized 
work painted directly on a nearby wall 
Given pieces of such similar tone and ex 
pressivity, | suspect that their abundance 
undercuts their effectiveness 

Sarah Walker also paints in abstract, 
rounded patterns, but there’s nothing re- 
motely whispery or evanescent about her 
canvases. They read like cross-sections of 
volatile lava lamps: sharp, filmic spheres of 
almost confrontational color that appear to 
have welled up from below the surface of her 
frames. Although her five paintings aren’t 
large in size, they’re demanding to look at, 
Nevertheless, they’ve been hung almost 
salon style, crowding one another; it’s the vi- 
sual equivalent of hearing an audio tape on 
fast forward 

Also receiving less space than they de 
serve are the Balthus-inspired paintings 
and drawings of Brett Bigbee: six works

The Boston Early Music Festival, plus the Rockport Chamber Music Fest

he Boston Early Music Festival (BEMF) 

is now in its 1 1th season. Every two 

years, for more than two decades, 
scholars, instrument makers, performers, and 
devotees of pre-classical music have come to 
Boston from all over the world to meet one 
another, attend the concerts, and look at the 
displays. The centerpiece is usually the fully 
staged production of a neglected 17th-centu- 
ry opera, and this audience of specialists usu- 
ally eats it up. Lately, there have been Ameri- 
can premieres, in new performing editions by 
the festival’s music directors, Paul O’ Dette 
and Stephen Stubbs. Now, after several sea- 
sons of Italian operas (Rossi, Cavalli), they’ve 
crossed into France for a rare go at a tragédie 
en musique by the Italian-born favorite of 
Louis XIV, Jean-Baptiste Lully, who was a 
dancer as well as a musician. His fourth 
opera, Thésée, with a libretto by Philippe 
Quinault, turns the story of Theseus and 
Medea into a glorification of the Sun King 
and the building of Versailles. It held the 
stage in France from its 1675 premiere right 
up to the French Revolution (which didn’t 
much cotton to celebrating monarchs). It 
hasn’t been staged since. (Thésée will be re- 
peated at Tanglewood this weekend, June 22 
and 23.) 

The primary ambition of these BEMF pro- 
ductions seems to be the attempt to re-create 
textbook Baroque style rather than find a 
convincing way to convey drama through 
that style — which is what makes them seem 
so precious. They represent an entirely differ- 
ent kettle of bouillabaisse from the theatrical 
imagination of William Christie’s inventive 
productions with Les Arts Florissants. 

This year, the singers, especially the 
women, seemed more at ease, less arch, in 
the gestural language. They moved smoothly, 
almost naturally, had good, erect posture, 
and didn’t seem too self-conscious. Modern 
men seem disproportionately tall for the elab- 
orate costumes and wigs and so look more 
awkward. They always seem to be leaning. 
The string of BEMF stage directors, includ- 
ing this year’s Gilbert Blin, evidently think 
that dramatic action lies either in static pos- 
ing or in crossing the stage a lot. 

The pre-festival publicity promised “fright- 
ful ghosts, monsters, and flying dragons,” 
more spectacle than we got. Designer Robin 
Linklater’s gaping jaws of Hell looked about 
as scary as the entrance to a carnival chamber 
of horrors. At least in Lucy Graham BEMF 
has found a choreographer who fills the stage 
with graceful-dances in a convincing style, and 
we got a company of dancers light on their 
feet and demonstrating, when called for, a 
shrewd sense of character (as in the delightful- 
ly sour comic dance for two horny old men). 

The chorus was once again superb, though 
the solo singing this year was more variable. 
The audience favorite was soprano Laura 
Pudwell (returning after her raucous portray- 
als of both Bacchus and the Nurse in Rossi’s 
LOrfeo, in 1997), as a scenery-chewing, vio- 
lently jealous Medea. She got a bigger re- 
sponse from her growling and bellowing out- 
bursts of rage than from her actual singing, 
but at least — unlike anyone else — she was 
displaying emotion (“Lethal rage, jealous 
delirium, | abandon myself to you”). Tenor 
Howard Crook sang stylishly but blandly in 
the title role opposite soprano Ellen Hargis’s 
sympathetic but pale-sounding princess. 
More-focused and resonant singing from 
Canadian bass-baritone Olivier Laquerre, as 
the king’s confidant, and Boston soprano 
Kendra Colton, in the abstract roles of a 
priestess and, at the end, Minerva, managed to

ring through the voice-flattening, bone-dry 
acoustic of the Copley Theatre. 

As usual, the real star was the BEMF Or- 
chestra, under the alternating direction of 
Stubbs and O’ Dette, with exciting work from 
Baroque-trumpet players John Thiessen and 
Alex Bonus and French percussionist Marie- 
Ange Petit goosing the lively military music 
and lutenists O’Dette and Stubbs and harpsi- 
chordist Peter Sykes providing a rippling un- 
dercurrent of rhythmic life. 

Lully’s contribution to the history of French 
opera was the invention of a kind of fluid 
recitative, but Thésée is not one of his best 
scores. Several duets and a trio, and some of 
the dances, had more musical interest than the 
generally bloodless solos. Quinault’s relent- 
lessly sententious text has some amusing sar- 
donicisms (“Happy are two inconstant lovers 
when both are unfaithful”). Most memorable 
was a touching if repetitive pastoral duet for 
two shepherdesses on an enchanted isle (Jayne 
Tankersley and Megan Sharp) — non-charac- 
ters, really. It was staged with solemn simplici- 
ty, with pairs of on-stage flutes and musettes 
(little bagpipes — portable keyboards pumped 
by underarm bellows). For the non-specialist, 
it was not a big enough payoff for three hours 
and 40 minutes of waiting for something in- 
spired and ravishing. 

That came the following night with the 
Boston debut of the extraordinary Italian gam- 
bist Paolo Pandolfo. In just the first 20 min- 
utes of his recital with young Norwegian theo- 
rbo/Baroque-guitar player Thomas Boysen 
and American harpsichordist Mitzi Meyerson, 
there was music more beautiful, more moving,

and funnier than anything in Thésée. 

These sublime and characterful works were 
by Marin Marais (interspersed with two less 
satisfying interludes wherein Meyerson ham- 
mered solos by Marais’s younger contempo- 
rary and rival Antoine Forqueray). Pandolfo is 
committed to the idea that this music is 
specific and descriptive. His program notes 
provided his own little poetic précis for each 
selection (as the great French pianist Alfred 


Cortot used to write, with perhaps less author- 


ity, for each Chopin Prélude). Then he intro- 

duced each group of pieces to the audience. 
These explanations were probably unnec- 

essary, though they were more charming 





than most in-concert musical lectures be- 
cause Pandolfo had such eager conviction. It 
was as if he were trying to counter years of 
applause for technique without poetry. | 
would have “heard” Marais’s imitations of a 
musette and a guitar and “seen” the parade 
of the Persian ambassador's guards march- 
ing closer and closer even without Pandol- 
fo’s descriptions, or “seen” the badminton 
shuttlecock sailing back and forth in the air 
even without his shifty eyes following it, so 
vivid is his playing. Perhaps most remarkable 
was Le tableau de l'opération de la taille, 
Marais’s depiction of a bladderstone opera- 
tion, which Pandolfo turned into “melodra- 
ma” by declaiming the details of the surgery 
as he played. 

And what heavenly playing! His bowing is 
light and elegant, but it boasts an astonishing 
range of colors and dynamics, with pinpoint 
intonation. You think he couldn’t play any 
softer — or faster, or slower — and then he 
does. In La musette, the bagpipe seemed to 
materialize out of thin air, then disappear into 
it. Nothing could be more plaintive than the 
sighing phrases Pandolfo brought to Plainte, 
or more poignant than his depiction of 
Marais’s son dying after a battle (Tombeau 
pour Marais le cadet), or more exquisite than 
the labyrinth of musical apparitions in Cha- 
conne en rondeau (beginning with Meyerson’s 
plucked harpsichord string) — the one en- 
core. No doubt about it, Pandolfo is a genius 
— the Yo-Yo Ma of the viola da gamba. I can’t 
wait to hear him again. 

In the meantime, I’ll make do with more- 
familiar favorites, like pianist Russell Sherman 
and the Borromeo String Quartet at the 
splendid Rockport Chamber Music Festival, 
together in public (I believe) for the first time. 
The Borromeos are one of the rare ensembles 
who can play Mozart (K.387) and Barték 
(Quartet No. 2) with equal conviction and 
profundity. They understand how Mozart’s 
classicism fuses grandeur with piercing inti- 
macy, how formal perfection both withholds 
emotion and intensifies it. They heard in still- 
early Bart6k modernist 
quizzicalness, Hungarian 
rhythmic assertiveness, 
and the melodic/harmonic 
contours and transparency 
of Debussy (who was still 
alive — though not for 
long — when Bart6k com- 
pleted this quartet, in 
1917). 

Sherman joined Bor- 
romeo violinist Nicholas 
Kitchen and cellist Yeesun 
Kim in a loving and excit- 
ing Brahms B-major Trio 
that moved from heart-eas- 
ing consolation through 
mysterious stealth and gal- 
loping energy to that final 
rapturous waltz (Brahms 
anticipating his Liebeslieder 
Walzer), as if the dancers 
kept waltzing themselves 
into some private alcove where they could 
pour out their most passionate declarations. 

Each moment flowed so effortlessly into the 
next — even from piece to piece — that you’d 
think this is easy to achieve. The uninhibited 
Brahms, after intermission, came as a great re- 
lease from the muted, gossamer coda of the 
Barték. Brahms’s own breathtaking coda cre- 
ated a thrilling resolution not only to the pre- 
ceding movements but to the entire concert. 
And Sherman, as rich in support as in bravu 
ra, played as if his new partnership with 
Kitchen and Kim were as longstanding as their 
own. (There'll be more Borromeo at Rockport 
this weekend, June 21 and 23.) a

! you re a Sopranos tan (and, really, what 
excuse do you have at this point unles 
you're Martin Scorsese?), then the show's 
music has probably played a key role in your 
obsession.

For a show as hip as The Sopranos, some 

ngs are no-brainers. It figures that series 
creator and capo di tutti capi David Chase 
would go for the twisted Delta blues of R.L. 
Burnside, whose “Shuck Dub” remix here 
harks back to first season’s (and first CD’s) 

It’s Bad You Know.” No Bruce this time, 
but the Jersey locale and the E Street Band 
connection continue with series regular 
Steven Van Zandt’s Stonesy “Affection” and 
E Streeter Nils Lofgren’s “Black Books.” The 
latter is surprisingly un-Stonesy (and un—I 
Street) and affecting, a synth-and-drums bal 
lad with a poignant major-to-minor key shift, 
a typically understated comment on Tony So 
prano’s car-wreck love life. 

When we do get the Stones, it’s not Mick 
but Keith, with his “Make No Mistake,” and, 
more effectively, his scraped guitar chords 
and equally weathered vocal cords crooning 
“Waitin’ on a call from you” (“Thru and 
Thru,” from Voodoo Lounge) as we, and 
Tony, ponder the whereabouts of once-trust- 
ed lieutenant Big Pussy Bompensiero. What’s 
more, Van Zandt’s early-’90s tune (with his 
band the Lost Boys) hadn’t been released till 
now, and Bob Dylan’s entry is a remake of 
the Dean Martin hit “Return to Me” that was 
recorded especially for The Sopranos and in 
which, yes, Bob sings in Italian. 

Okay, there are a few obvious choices. | 
could do without the album’s curtain-raising 
interpolation of Henry 
Mancini’s theme from 
Peter Gunn with the Po 
lice’s “Every Breath You 
Take,” or even Elvis 
Costello’s “High Fidelity,” 
but hey, that’s show biz. 
And Van Morrison returns 
with an overplayed classic, 
but after all, the name of 
Tony’s fatally attracted 
girlfriend is Gloria. 

No, the glories here, the 
echt Sopranos songs, are 
Keith singing “Thru and 
Thru,” Pigeonhed’s tech-

receiver), Kasey Chambers’s cracked-voice 
masochistic country ballad “The Captain” 
(which in timbre matches the voice of daugh- 
ter Meadow Soprano but in theme fits all the 
women in Tony’s life), the lounge stupor of 
the Tindersticks’ “Tiny Tears” (reflecting 
Tony’s vertiginous depression in the “Isabel- 
la” episode), and the trip-hoppy lounge of 
Lorenzo Jovanotti’s “Piove.” 

Yes, it’s hard to separate the soundtrack 
from the show, but I think this is a good col- 
lection that works on its own, with some in- 
spired, or at least crafty, segues. The se- 
quence of “Black Books” to Cake’s “Frank 
Sinatra” to Sinatra’s bossa-beat “Baubles, 
Bangles, and Beads” to Keith’s “Thru and 
Thru” speaks to both theme and music — 












tempo shifts, rhythms, mood. On CD #2 the 
producers get to Cecilia Bartoli’s breathtak- 
ing Vivaldi (“Sposa son disprezzata,” with 
spare piano accompaniment) via Vue’s 
garagy, organ-based “Girl” and then follow it 
up with Ben E. King’s operatic, string-en- 
hanced “I Who Have Nothing.” Really not a 
bad way to cover vastly disparate material. 
The album closes with an unlisted reprise of 
A3’s “Woke Up This Morning” and a selec- 
tion of Sopranos dialogue, including Uncle 
Junior’s now legendary “I’ve got federal mar- 
shals so far up my ass I can taste Brylcream.” 

Which brings us to dear old Uncle Jun 
himself. Dominic Chianese’s “Core ’ngrato” 
(“Ungrateful Heart”) concluded the third 
season’s finale with a great Sopranos mo- 
ment: the old man breaking 
into song at a post-funeral 
bash, summing up any number 
of conflicting emotions, while 
a roomful of thugs were moved 
to tears. 



































Unlike most television shows (or, for that matter, 
movies), The Sopranos has no recurring theme 
music. And so, says producer Martin Bruestle, who 
works with series creator David Chase in picking 
music for the show (he also picked music for Pep 
per & Eggs with Chase), each episode is like a 
blank canvas. “It’s not like, right away, in editing, 
we start picking music,” he explains over the 
phone from Los Angeles, “because David really 
likes to see things without music. Music is a dis- 
traction in the beginning.” So Chase, post-produc- 
tion manager Bruestle, and music editor Kathryn 
Dayak sit through director's cuts looking for 
“where music could naturally exist” aside from the 
few places where it’s written into the script, either 
in a performance (Dominic Chianese singing 
“Core ’ngrato” at the end of this past season) or 
as an “environmental” element (Meadow and a 
friend watching a Morphine video. for example) 

“I've worked on TV shows that have had 
themes,” says Bruestie, “and you sit down and 
spot the show and decide where your underscore 
is going to start. [On The Sopranos | we really 





tend not to use music as dramatic underscore. 
Dramatic underscore can be very manipulative, 
can tell the audience how they're supposed to feel 
at that particular moment, and our dramatic beats 
aren’t played out like that.” 

At times, the music can run counter to the 
mood. After being raped, Dr. Melfi (Lorraine 
Bracco) spots a photo of her rapist in a neighbor- 
hood fast-food restaurant. Bruestle suggested 
having Britney Spears’s “Oops .. . | Did It Again” 
play in the restaurant. “| wanted that weird quality 
of being in some type of a public place and hear- 
ing a pop song when your mind is in a totally dif- 
ferent place than the pop song that’s beating in 
the environment.” 

Individual songs pop up in all kinds of ways, 
though the final choice as in all decisions on The 
Sopranos, Bruestle emphasizes, is with Chase 
(who's on vacation until production starts for the 
fourth season later this summer). “‘Tiny Tears’ by 
the Tindersticks was something that David wanted 
to use in the pilot over a scene with Tony and his 
mistress in a boat, and it just didn’t work. But then 


later in the first season, in episode #11, the ‘Is- 
abella’ episode, we used it multiple times as a 
theme for Tony when he was depressed. Some- 
times we'll discover songs and put them on our 
mental shelves, and then they’ll resurface when 
we find the appropriate place for them.” 

Sometimes during post-production, Bruestle 
will be at work in Los Angeles and he’ll get a call 
from Chase in New York telling him to find, for in- 
stance, Nils Lofgren’s “Black Books.” He says 
Chase chose Cecilia Bartoli’s Vivaldi song be- 
cause he’s a huge Elvis Costello fan and hap- 
pened to read about it in Costello's list of 100 fa- 
vorite albums in Rolling Stone. 

Or, for instance, Bruestle was recently in 
Nashville and he heard a Brook Benton version of 
Fats Domino's “Valley of Tears” there. “I don’t 
know where in my life I'll use it with film. It's just, 
there’s a lot of music around us. If you’re in a 
restaurant and you hear a tune, you go back and 
ask the kitchen, ‘Hey, what are you guys 
playing?’”

And 
the Gravel Pit have “The Ballad of the Grav- 
el Pit,” their own contribution to the annals 
of songs about the wild life 
of a rock-and-roll band on 
the road. 

Featured early on their 
new Mass. Avenue Freeze- 
Out (on Q Division), the 
“Ballad” is one of their 
catchiest songs yet and 
definitely their funniest. 
And it turns out that the 
Gravel Pit’s road life is a 
good deal less glamorous 
than Grand Funk’s or BTO’s were. There 
are verses about singer Jed Parish trying 
(and failing) to pick up chicks backstage; 
about bassist Ed Valauskas selling the T- 
shirts; about drummer Pete Caldes being the 
cool one. Then there’s guitarist Lucky Jack- 
son’s initial meeting with Figgs leader Mike 
Gent (sung roughly to the tune of “Sweet 
Emotion”): “Some long-poem writer with a 
name like a Gent/Asked Mr. Jackson for 25 
cents.” It’s proof that you can’t go wrong 
with.a good Aerosmith joke. 

Listening to that song, you might think 
the Gravel Pit — who play a two-night re- 
lease party at T.T. the Bear’s Place this week- 
end — are proud to join the tradition of all- 
for-one road-dog rock bands. But that has- 
n’t been the case, at least not over the past 
year. For the first time since 1993, when 
they moved here from New Haven, the well- 
liked quartet haven’t been playing out wher- 
ever and whenever possible. “When we 
made Silver Gorilla, we were coming off 52 
gigs in the past year,” Parish explains when 
we all sit down at the Middle East. “This 
time we were only coming off 15. So I was a 
little nervous that we weren’t the crack tour 
band we’ve been in 
the past decade.” 

In fact they’ve 
been more visible 
lately with side proj- 
ects. Parish played a 
bunch of solo gigs, 
started a Web site 
(www.jedediah- 
parish.com), and re- 
leased an album 
(Bloodsucker Blues) 
with all the songs 
that were too dark 
or weird for the 
band. Following up 
on that meeting 
with Gent, the other 
three members 
joined with him to 
form the hard- 
rockin’ Gentlemen. 
And Valauskas is 
playing with five 
bands at last count; 
the other three are 
Kay Hanley, Créme 
Brilée and Bill 
Janovitz’s Crown 
Victoria — all of 
which he’s had time 
to join since his day 
job at a local dot-com fell through. “They’re 
all good bands, and it’s fun to have some- 
thing to do.” 

So are the Gravel Pit on the verge of being 
phased out? No, but they don’t plan to go 
back to doing it full-tilt, either. They did all 
the touring and the shmoozing two years 
ago, when Silver Gorilla was a local hit and 
“Favorite” was virtually the only local song

It did 
n't help, he adds, that the 
band would show up in suits, their chosen 
stage garb, and get questions like, “Are you 
guys the Mighty Mighty Bosstones?” Even 
some of the local shows proved less than 
memorable, like the River Rave gig at the 
Tweeter Center last year. “I was miserable at 
that show,” says Valauskas. “I remember 
that you could see people running down the 
hill when we played ‘Favorite’ and then 
going away again afterward.” 

They’re equally jaded with the major la- 
bels, who made overtures when “Favorite” 
was a hit but beat a predictable retreat after- 
ward. “If your band is called Anal Aggres- 
sion, everybody knows what that’s going to 
sound like,” Parish notes. “But if you have to 
say, ‘Well, our band rocks, but it’s also kinda 
poppy, and there are some slow songs’ 
where are they supposed to put that?” 

For those who know these guys, that’s an 
easy one: you call them a rock-and-roll 
band. Especially on Mass. Avenue Freeze- 
Out, which makes good on their promise to 
deliver a louder, between-the-eyes set after 
Silver Gorilla, which was their most textured 
pop effort. They changed producers — from 
Mike Denneen, himself a keyboard player, to 
former Letters to Cleo 
bassist Scott Riebling 
— and the sound has 
| shifted quite a bit. In 
the past it’s always re- 
lied on the guitar and 
keyboard (usually the 
garage-model Vox 
organ) playing in tan- 
dem, but this time 
Jackson’s guitars leave 
the keyboard in the 
dust. With Mike Gent 
adding a second guitar 
on some tracks (and 
-arish occasionally 
picking up one him- 
self), it’s tempting — 
but still accurate — to 
say it sounds like a 
Gentlemen album with 
Parish doing the 
singing. 

“That’s inevitable,” 
Parish says. “And I 
definitely like the Gen- 
tlemen, but I can’t say 
I’ve been influenced 
by them. It just hap- 
pens that the new 
songs we had were

already on the first Gravel Pit record, the 
second Figgs record, and the fourth AC/DC 
record.

ballad rule, and I always insist on there being 
ballads on the records and in the shows.” 

Not to mention that the Gravel Pit are a 
little harder to pin down. One of Parish’s 
darker songs, “Short Western Film,” gives 
the album an unsettling epilogue, much the 
way “Night Rally” did on Elvis Costello’s 
This Year’s Model (at least if you own the 
UK version). And though Mass. Avenue 
Freeze-Out generally comes across as an up- 
beat and fun-loving record, it does have a 
handful of bitter songs about ex-friends and 
ex-lovers. There are in fact more relation- 
ship-themed songs than usual for the Gravel 
Pit — but don’t look for any personal clues 
there, because as usual the band picked the 
songs from Parish’s long-term catalogue. 
Some of the songs on Freeze-Out are new; 
others go back as far as 1992. 

Parish thinks hard when asked how he’d 
distinguish his newer songs from the older 
ones. “I probably don’t dispense the wisdom 
as much as I used to. The main difference 
would be lyrical — when I write a song now, 
it’s usually politics, sex, death, relationships. 
But when I was 18, it was all about how the 
whole world was stupider than I was.” 


If you’re a nice guy in real 
life, the least you can do is be an asshole in 
some of your songs. That’s been the case for 
singer/guitarist Asa Brebner, who’s always 
been sweet and sensitive one minute, crude 
and sexist (but funny as hell) the next. His 
new Best No Money Can Buy (on Windjam) 
opens with “The Roses I Never Bought 
You,” a tender number about missed roman- 
tic opportunities. Two songs later, he’s offer- 
ing this heartfelt sentiment: “I am just a civi- 
lized guy . . . You stole my woman, now 
you're gonna die.” And how many sensitive 
songwriters would use a cover photo of 
themselves getting tipsy at a strip club? 

“| like to mix up messages because it con- 
fuses people,” Brebner explains. “The title is 
really about being an amateur musician, 
which I still am after 20 years — you don’t 
get paid, so you’re the best no money can 
buy. The songs are either about that or 
about the good things in life that money 
can’t buy. But the cover is about exactly the 
opposite. It came from a roll of photos from 





a vacation in Costa Rica; the two women are 
strippers who sat with us. They’re very nice 
girls — at least | hope they are, or else 
they'll see the album cover on the Internet 
and sue me.” 

As for the split personality in the songs, 
“we all have different masks that we wear at 
different times to express different sides of 
us. I’m lucky enough to have songwriting as 
a medium, and those are different fragments 
of the whole that is me. Everybody’s had 
moments of vulnerability and loss, and 
everybody’s had moments where they feel 
like cussing people out. A song like ‘Too 
Many Assholes’ I think anyone who's 
driven on Route 128 has felt that way once 
or twice.” 

Ironic titles aside, Brebner’s music does 
embody a lot of the best in grown-up rock 
and roll. His long-time band 
Alan Devine, bassist Andrew Mazzone, and 
drummer Kevin Shurtleff (also of 
Scissorfight) can play the hell out of any 
thing he writes, easing back when he’s sensi 
tive and shifting into Stones/Replacements 
mode when he rocks. “The woman who’s 
putting this record out [label owner Lé 
Hurley] called this album my mature state 
ment. So the next one will be either my sec 
ond-childhood or my dirty-old-man album.’ 

Brebner’s gig at Lilli’s this Friday is actu 
ally a double-CD release: along with the new 
album he’s put out Time in My Wa 
pilation from his three previous CDs. But the

show will go back even farther in his career

ennis Wilson was the only Beach Boy 
catching waves on a regular basis back 
when the Southern California band 
were sitting atop the charts with early-’60s 
novelty hits like “Surfin’ Safari,” “Surfin’ 
U.S.A.,” and “Surfer Girl.” But the fun-in 
the-sun the Beach Boys were selling had lit- 
tle to do with real sand on real beaches: it 
was an idealized endless 
summer of the collective 
teenage imagination. And 
it sold a lot of records 
It still does. Brian Wil 
son may be a basket case 
and the Beach Boys a 
harmless nostalgia act, 
but sunny Southern Cali- 
fornia fantasies haven't 
lost their pop appeal. “Do 
you remember summer? 
It lasted so long/June till September was our 
time/To sing all those songs,” Sugar Ray 
frontman Mark McGrath croons in “Under 
the Sun,” a groovy mid-tempo ode to sum- 


mer loving from the LA band’s new Lava/At- 


lantic album that taps into the same good vi- 
brations the Beach Boys discovered. And in 
the first single from the new Blink-182 CD 
lake Off Your Pants and Jacket (MCA), the 
playfully snotty San Diego punk-pop trio 
offer their own version of seasonal bliss: 
“Hanging out behind the club on the week 
end/Acting stupid, getting drunk with my

best friends/I couldn’t wait for the summer 
and the Warped Tour/I remember it’s the 
first time that I saw her . . . there.” It’s 
Grease 2001, with hunky bassist Mark Hop 
pus as John Travolta and Gwen Stefani in 
the Olivia Newton-John role. 

Like a lot of contemporary So-Cal punk 
popsters, Blink-182 are descendants of the 
Descendents, the Orange 
County pranksters who in 
vented the form in the ’80s 
by cleaning up punk’s un- 
ruly guitars, tightening its 
brisk rhythms, injecting it 
with sweet bubblegummy 
melodies, and being the 
kind of lovable teenage 
creeps who are tenderly ro- 
mantic one minute and 
making fart jokes the next. 
And from its boneheadedly humorous title 
down to the almost touching undercurrents 
of uncertainty (and poor English) that sur- 
face in “First Date” (“When you smile I melt 
inside/I’m not worthy for a minute of your 
time”), Take Off Your Pants and Jacket is a 
platinum-plated modern-rocked update of a 
blueprint that’s been around at least since 
the summer of ’87, when the Descendents 
had a big college-radio hit with a revved-up 
cover of the Beach Boys’ “Wendy.” 

High-school crushes and first dates must 
be a distant memory for the blink boys 


they’ve been punking around since 93. Not 
that you’d know it from the way Hoppus and 
singer/guitarist Tom DeLonge rail against 
the jocks, preps, and “hippie fuckin’ scum- 


bags” in “Give Me 
One Good Reason,” 
or from the sopho- 
moric dick jokes 
that pepper “Happy 
Holidays, You Bas- 
tard” (“I'll never 
talk to you again 
Unless your mom 
will touch my 
cock”). But that’s 
the premise of 
blink’s appeal: high 
school, like surfing, 
is just another state 
of mind 

LA’s Sugar Ray

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LLOYD COLE AND 
JILL SOBULE: 
STRANGE BEDFELLOWS 


On the surface, at least, the pairing of 
headliner Lloyd Cole and opening act Jill 
Sobule downstairs at the Middle East a 
week ago Wednesday was an odd one. 
He’s a dour, dark-maned Scottish expat 
who’s been brooding about New York 
City for the past decade, having made 
his mark as an underground pop favorite 
in the 80s. She’s a bubbly blonde Den 
ver native who emerged in the alterna- 
‘90s with the novelty hit “I Kissed a 
Girl.” But NYC can make for some 
strange bedfellows, and Sobule and Cole 
are a pair of cult singer-songwriters 
who've found some common ground: 
she now plays guitar full time in Cole’s 
touring band — the Negatives — and is 
a featured member of the group that 
backs him on his latest CD, The Nega- 
tives (March). Cole was happy — well, 
he didn’t look any more bummed out 
than he usually does — to return the 
favor at the Middle East, where a modest 
yet respectable-for-a-Wednesday-night 
crowd of a couple hundred had gathered 
for the double bill. Toward the end of 
Sobule’s solo set, a scruffy Cole emerged 
to enthusiastic cheers and accompanied 
her on guitar for a couple of tunes, in- 
cluding “I Kissed a Girl.” 

Cole may not be as playful as Sobule, 
but he does have a wry sense of humor. 
So he opened his set with an attempt to 
bring the audience down to his level by 
announcing, point blank, that “the Red 
Sox will start to lose soon.” Sensing he’d 
struck a raw nerve, he tried to be a good 
sport about it: “You know what? The 
rest of the world wants the Red Sox to 
win so you can just shut up about it.” 

With that, he launched into the open- 
ing cut of The Negatives, “Past Imper- 
fect,” a surging, sentimental mid-tempo 
pop tune gently propelled by a four-piece 
backing band that featured Sobule and 
bassist Dave Derby (formerly of the 
Boston-based Dambuilders) rocking out 
to his right. Cole, for his part, didn’t 
rock so much as roll with the punches, 
and that’s always been his MO. On stage 
(and probably off), he plays the role of 
the stoic romantic given to fits of melan- 
choly reflection. It almost seemed out of 
character when he joined in with the 
band as they broke into the intro to 
Springsteen’s “Born To Run” right be- 
fore playing “Man on the Verge,” a new 
tune that finds Cole wrestling with 
midlife crisis. And, no surprise, it was 
Sobule who took over the lead vocals for 
a cover of the Destiny’s Child tune “Sur- 
vivor” during the encore — which, by 
the way, was dedicated to David Cone, 
the hard-luck Red Sox pitcher who, per- 
haps inspired, would start and win the 
following night.

REIJSEGER AND 
VANDERMARK: 
OFF THE BEATEN PATH 


A couple Fridays ago, Dutch cellist Ernst 
Reijseger came to Cambridge’s Zeitgeist 
Gallery, which is one of several artist-run 
alternative-music venues that have been 
making the Boston area a stronghold for 
jazz and new improvised music. His solo 
show was part concert, part performance 
art. The opening number moved from 
long, still tones through faster, ever- 
widening jazzy intervals into abstract 
sound and back, illustrating his ability to 
appropriate techniques and ideas from 
unrelated sources and make them work 
together. Reijseger also played the part 
of the straight-faced musical comedian, 
and his irreverent humor emerged on the

ruck a nerve at the Middle East by predicting 


that the Red Sox will start losing soon. 


second number, a stately Baroque dance 
theme performed with all due dignity 
until it suddenly stumbled and got em- 
broiled in a pie-throwing fight of 
squeaks and squeals. 

Some of Reijseger’s musical juxtapo- 
sitions were as affecting as they were 
thought-provoking. He began a lovely 
Abdullah Ibrahim tune by imitating on 
the cello a scrap of conversation over- 
heard from the street outside the 
crowded gallery. Singing along ama- 
teurishly as he played the melody, he 
created a sonic contrast that heightened 
the tune’s poignancy. After the abrasive 
intro, | couldn’t help wonder how 
something so pretty started out from 
something so harsh. 

At the beginning of the evening’s sec- 
ond set, Reijseger inserted clips into his 
cello strings a la John Cage and wan- 
dered like a griot through the audience, 
playing kora-like pizzicato patterns — a 
provocative juxtaposition of ancient and 
modern. Then he sat down and trans- 
formed himself into a parody of a 
folksinger, holding the cello in his lap 
like a guitar and singing with irritating 
sincerity an awkward ditty with only one 
lyric — “Hi there.” He followed that up 
by launching into an excruciating series 
of blues clichés played badly. He pulled a 
similar stunt for the encore, playing a 
fake classical sonata with the wrong side 
of his bow. Something like listening to 
Beethoven through radio static, it was 
funny, but Reijseger was also making a 
serious point by dismantling empty ges- 
tures and reconstructing them into 
something meaningful and new. 

The following Wednesday, Chicago- 
based reed player Ken Vandermark ap- 
peared at the Tremont Theatre, which, 
like the Zeitgeist, has been providing a 
valuable forum for the local avant-jazz 
scene. Vandermark has roots in New 
England and often revisits Boston to 
work with area musicians. This time he 
performed as part of two quite different 
Boston trios — Triple Play, with bassist 
Nate McBride and drummer Curt New- 
ton, and a group with McBride and pi- 
anist Pandelis Karayorgis. 

Triple Play have the same instrumenta- 


tion as the better-known DKV trio that 
Vandermark works with in Chicago, but 
here each member has his own identity. 
Less concerned with flat-out blowing 
than the DKV juggernaut, Triple Play flex 
their muscles, but they also play with 
greater delicacy and space and more con- 
cern for composition and contrast. This 
was the final concert of a five-day tour, 
so the members were well attuned to one 
another. The trio broke up into duos and 
solo passages on the opening number, 
keeping the textures and the density of 
the music varied. An untitled McBride 
tune boasted a powerful, multi-layered 
arco bass solo and a nicely orchestrated 
drum solo in which Newton paired dif- 
ferent parts of his kit, like toms and hi- 
hat or snare and ride cymbal, in succes- 
sive passages. Vandermark worked up his 
biggest head of steam on the final tune, 
stringing short, blunt phrases together in 
rapid-fire lines of ever-increasing tension. 

The drummerless trio who followed 
played tunes from their first album, No 
Such Thing, on the Vermont-based free- 
jazz indie Boxholder. The music was 
rhythmic and powerful in a quiet sort of 
way — chamber jazz with an attitude. 
The trio’s subdued dynamics and 
oblique interactions were reminiscent of 
the great Jimmy Giuffre trio with Paul 
Bley and Steve Swallow of 40 years ago. 

Karayorgis, who co-led a Lennie Tris- 
tano tribute quartet several years ago, 
excels at personalizing historical refer- 
ences. On “Summer” and “Let Me 
Know,” he used many of the same de- 
vices that Bley did — predominantly 
soloing with just one hand, leaving sud- 
den silences in his lines, interjecting 
chords at unexpected moments. What 
distinguished him was his feel for time, 
his dark harmonies, and his heavier 
touch. McBride was often the axis 
around which the other two revolved, es- 
pecially on “Skid into the Turn” and 
“Disambiguation.” Vandermark stuck 
mainly to his dry, expressive clarinets 
(another nod to Giuffre), and his plain- 
tive, vibratoless tone blended beautifully 
with the other two instruments, especial- 
ly on the concluding “Pending.”

Sweet love 


Coming of age with Atlantic Starr 


fter my dad got burned in a carburetor 

explosion at the auto repair shop he 

owned and managed, my mom got 
plucked out of full-time Jon care and found 
herself back earning bread. She was the type 
of woman to have books with titles like Boss 
Lady on the bookshelf; empowerment wasn’t 
a new concept for her. On summer days, 
when | didn’t have school, or during the rest 
of the year, when my mom would pick me 
up from my grandma’s house after a long 
day at the shop, we'd ride around in the car, 
sometimes longer than necessary, and blast 
the sometimes sanguine, always sappy 
slow jams dripping off the 
WBLS frequency 

In New York, where | 

grew up, BLS was the 
outlet for mature black 
pop of all ages and distinc- 
tions. At times, its reper 
toire skewed younger, with 
hip-hop mix shows filling in 
the gaps between old-folks 
programming. But most of the time, it was 
love: sweet love, failed love, wrong love, 
right love. As we sang along, my mom was 
always fitfully out of key, as was I, though | 
refused to acknowledge it at the time. Nei- 
ther one of us had the pipes, though we cer- 
tainly fancied ourselves soul stirrers (hey, 
Soul Train’s Don Cornelius had once asked 
Mom to dinner).

Right about then, in the mid ’80s, black 
pop couldn’t be found much outside the 
"BLS stratum. Only the few who followed 
the R&B charts more intensely than the pop 
charts were privy to these devastating songs 
nuggets far more transcendent than the 
schlock on WPL], the Top 40 poison for 
which BLS had become my antidote 

1 remember one of the first moments I un- 
derstood my mother’s daily pilgrimages to 
the soot-thick, greasy, decidedly masculine 
body shop to be something other than ordi- 
nary. In “Secret Lovers,” the breakout male 

female duet ballad by Atlantic Start 
(their Ultimate Collection is 
just out on-Hip-o/ Univer 
sal), Barbara Weathers 
lamented her fate as a mar- 
ried woman who's doomed 
to love a married man, and 
not the one she’s married 
to. She pleads, “Sitting at 
home, I do nothing all day 
But think about you, and hope 
that you’re OKAY.” Doing nothing all day 
seemed strange to me — the women in my 
life didn’t have that luxury. That era saw 
women hitting the workforce ever more ag- 
gressively, yet “Secret Lovers” championed 
the less fashionable stay-at-home wife. Tri- 
umphant, shameful, and ultimately unre- 
solved, it was an R&B smash, and it made 
noise On pop airwaves as well. Atlantic Starr 
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had given infidelity a good name 
“How could something so wrong be 
so right?” sang David Lewis — and 
homemakers some respect, dal 
liances or not. That a song preach- 
ing such suspicious mores could be 
a pop hit attested not only to the 
complexities of black pop but also to 
the songwriting and arranging skills 
of the Lewis brothers. When my 
mom and I sang along to it, we did 
so emphatically, politics notwith 
standing. 

A couple of years later, I'd gradu- 
ated to junior high school, and At 
lantic Starr were back with their 
second major crossover hit, “Al 
ways.” It was a far more optimistic 
moment for the group, especially 
because since “Secret Lovers” their 
biggest moment had been the sac 
charine lite jazz of “If Your Heart 
Isn't in It,” a song that could have 
wallowed in its own inanity but was 
redeemed by their practiced duet 

At that time, | wasn’t going to 
Grandma’s house after school quite 
as much as before, since | was the 
proud possessor of a dupe key for 
our front-door lock. Girls became a 
reality (“Danielle, you out there?”) or a fan- 
tasy, and “Always” was nothing if not the 
mantra of young fools in love. “Girl, you are 
to me/All that a woman should be,” crooned 
Lewis at the song’s beginning. It was vulnet 
able but strong, and when Weathers crooned 
back, “A love like yours is rare/It must have 
been sent from up above,” the sentiment was 
shared. The deal was sealed on the chorus, 
where, caught up in the rapture, they 
praised, “Ooh you're like the sun, chasing all 
of the rain away/When you come around, 
you bring brighter days.”

But the main difference between 
this and Williams's album is that the 
latter ends on an unusually bitter 
note with “Broken Butterflies,” 


whereas Carpenter offers a trio of 
songs (including the unlisted “Com- 
ing Home”) that provide a bit of 
transcendence. Carpenter has the 
more stable personality, but an 
equally wise and complex one

tones, ROCKIN’ SUGAR DADDY 
(Severn). Sugar Ray Norcia is one 
hell of a blues singer. Forceful as a 
freight train, he’s also got that un- 
canny knack for putting the right 
feel into every syllable. This disc 
places Norcia, who spent seven 
years as the Roomful of Blues 
frontman, back in the company of 
the Bluetones, whom he formed 
(along with guitarist Ronnie Earl) 
before his Roomful days. Earl's 
pretty touch is not present here, 
but a stripped-down trio of Boston 
vets churn in the hard-thumping 
Style reminiscent (perhaps too 
reminiscent) of the Fabulous Thun- 
derbirds 
‘She’s Blued and Broken,” writ- 
ten by bassist Michael “Mudcat” 
Ward, is a throwback to early elec- 
tric-blues days, a funny take on a 
serial wife with a violent streak. 
Elsewhere, the band dig into sever- 
al Norcia originals that sound as if 
they could have been dragged out 
of the vaults of the Chess or Duke 
labels. Norcia blows very tough on 
the harmonica, matching the gritty 
guitar work of Kid Bangham (re- 
placed on tour by young fire- 
breather Monster Mike Welch) and 
the steady rhythms from Ward and 
drummer Neil Gouvin. Blues fans 
have heard this kind of stuff before, 
but they’ve not often heard it from 
someone who does it as well as 
Norcia.
